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THE GOVERNMENT PURCHASES BONDS. 


“Unfortunately, by the side of sound opinion, based upon attentive study 
of the subject, frivolous judgments are expressed, supported by false data; men- 
dacious rumors are circulated, doubtless generally in ignorance, but sometimes, 
also, intentionally.” Thus speaks the Russian Minister of Finance in the re- 
markably clear and forcible statement respecting the recent and present strin- 
gency in the Russian money market, to be found elsewhere in this number of 
THE BANKERS’ MONTHLY. How singularly applicable is this sentence to 
the erring rumors and criticisms of somewhat similar conditions in our own coun- 
try! The recent offer of Secretary Gage to purchase bonds to the amount of 

25,000,000 has been at once the subject of high praise and frivolous attack. 
Generally there has been a disposition, even where the Secretary’s action was 
commended for its wisdom, to criticise him for not taking the public into his 
confidence with respect to his intentions. It is asserted that his action in offer- 
ing to purchase bonds was a surprise, the foundation for which is the alleged 
statement to the effect that the Secretary would not purchase bonds. In the 
first place, any effort the Government might see fit to make toward relieving 
tension in the money market must, of necessity, be a surprise to be effective. 
Such a measure would have failed in potency if there had been given an oppor- 
tunity to discount it. This criticism of a failure to publish his intentions may 
be taken as an example of others, relating to the same transaction, equally unfair 
and unintelligent. Some of the daily papers have displayed an astounding 
amount of ignorance in this instance. Their writers on financial topics have 
pointed out, indirectly though it may be, how much better they could have done 
the thing if it had been left to their superior knowledge. Their celerity in 
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solving the problem of what the Government should do when its fiscal opera- 
tions are disturbing the commerce and industries of the country is remarkable. 
Thirty minutes is sufficient time in which to master this deep and intricate 
subject, to the analysis of which Secretary Gage doubtless devoted days and 
days. The matter has been well put in this connection by a writer in a Chicago 
paper: “Among the large number of subjects upon which some of my editorial 
confreres have no lucid ideas,” says he, “finance is the especial theme which lures 
them to conspicuous embarrassment. Hence they distinguish themselves in such 
a manner that the most modest student of money instinctively presents himself 
with a bouquet. Their cocksureness in explaining what they do not know is 
peculiarly instructive. The way they project themselves into the economic 
future is a luminous lesson in predestination.” The assertion is frequently found 
to the effect that the Secretary announced that he would not buy bonds, or at 
least deliberately allowed the impression to prevail that he would not. On the 
contrary, his whole course in the matter negatives such a conclusion. It is 
doubtless true, as authenticated interviews show, that the Secretary deprecated 
the necessity for coming to the aid of the money market; or, it might be better 
said, he doubted whether the money market needed the assistance so urgently 
demanded. It is distinetly asserted that in response to the repeated inquiries 
made respecting his intentions he gave those who made them to understand 
that he did not consider the situation in New York of itself as sufficient to 
warrant the Government in purchasing bonds. Therefore, he would purchase 
none to-day, nor to-morrow, but what he would do the day after that was a 
matter which depended upon circumstances. He did thot know whether he 
would purchase bonds or not, but if the occasion demanded it he would not 
hesitate to do so. This, according to the most reliable and authentic advices, 
is about what Secretary Gage had to say concerning his intentions, and forms 
the basis of a report that he declared he would not purchase bonds, which 
alleged declaration, followed within a short time by the announcement of the 
Government’s offer, is looked upon in some quarters as being particularly 
heinous. 

After all, the Secretary vindication is to be found in the actual operations 
which have followed the Government’s announcement. His offer to purchase 
was at the price ruling in the New York market the day before the announce- 
ment. Interest due or paid was also to be adjusted, which condition really placed 
the figure at which the Government would buy fairly between the bid and asked 
price of the day before. It ought to be apparent at once that an opportunity, 
and no more than an opportunity, was offered the money market to secure relief. 
If there was no real stringency, the price at which the Secretary offered to buy 
was not sufficiently attractive to induce holders to part with their bonds. On 
the other hand, if the tightness in the market was genuine, the remedy for its 
relief could, with little difficulty, be administered. In fact, the Secretary’s 
arrangement was an automatic one, by means of which the market could be 
restored to equilibrium with the minimum of interference. And results have 
demonstrated the truth of this statement. There has been no great rush to 
present bonds for redemption; on the contrary, the offerings from day to day

have been of a healthy, normal character, and the money thus thrown into the 
market has, by reason of gradual redemption, neither operated to raise or lower 
prices. In fact, after the first day the Government’s position ceased to be a 
factor in the stock market, except that the opportunity to find relief in case 
of necessity being constantly at hand there did not result that depreciation which 
otherwise might have occurred. It is idle to speculate upon some of the points 
which may have induced the Government to buy bonds at this time, but it may 
be worth while to point out some things which were doubtless taken into con- 
sideration by the Secretary of the Treasury. With receipts exceeding expendi- 
tures, thus providing surplus revenues, it was his duty to obey the law relating 
to the sinking fund. In the Secretary’s annual report, just submitted to Con- 
gress, he himself has declared as follows: 

“The history of the department shows that during the last eight years it 
has been impossible, for want of sufficient revenue, to comply with the provisions 
of section 3694, Revised Statutes, relating to the sinking fund. The first four 
months of the current fiscal year produced a surplus in the revenues of about 
$7,000,000, and the indications are strong that there will be a surplus at the 
end of the year of $40,000,000. Under these conditions, the Secretary, Novem- 
ber 15, 1899, offered to purchase, during the month of November, $25,000,000 
of the bonds of the 4 per cent funded loan of 1907, or the 5 per cent loan of 
1904, at the current market price.” There is really no occasion to go beyond 
this reason, but doubtless the fact that, if the full amount were offered, the 
Government would save in the neighborhood of two and one-half million dol- 
lars was a pleasing consideration. Then, too, it is rather difficult to escape the 
responsibility for that commercial disaster which is threatened when the Gov- 
ernment’s receipts are abnormally out of proportion to expenditures. While 
the speculator, even if he is a speculator, has some rights, yet the small manu- 
facturer and the merchant, dependent for continuous success upon the ability 
to obtain credit, furnish examples of those who, under present conditions, are 
entitled to the thoughtful and considerate attention of those in authority. 


NORTH CAROLINA BANK INSPECTION. 


The appointment of the North Carolina bank examiners has been announced 
by the corporation commission. . From the East, Chairman MeNeill appoints 
Dr. George F. Lucas of Currie; from Piedmont, Commissioner Beddington 
appoints W. B. Shaw of Henderson; from the West, Commissioner Rogers names 
Arthur E. Rankin of Asheville. These examiners examine state and private 
banks only, and are subject to the orders of the corporation commission instead 
of the state treasurer, as formerly. There are in the state seventy-two private 
banks, with a total capitalization of $2,307,297.80 and liabilities and resources 
of $11,275,490.72. The fees for examining banks are at the expense of the banks 
themselves, and are $30, $24, $20, $15, and $10, according to the capital of the 
banks. Banks under $25,000 capital do not pay to exceed $15, and banks over 
$25,000 and under $50,000 pay $30. These are the first appointments since the 
appointing power was vested in the corporation commission.

Lewis W. Pitcher, secretary of the American Guaranty Company, was 
born at Port Byron, N. Y., November 13, 1848. His ancestors settled in Penn- 
sylvania early in 1772, and after the Revolutionary War, in which three great- 
uncles served, moved to Cayuga, Duchess and Mohawk Counties, N. Y., in 1811.

Mr. Pitcher is active in semi-public affairs in Chicago and is well known 
among the business and financial people of the city.

REPUBLICAN CAUCUS CURRENCY BILL. 


Representative Overstreet, in discussing the Republican Caucus Currency 
Reform Bill, the text of which is given elsewhere, says: 

“Tt was felt the strengthening of the public credit by the removal of all 
doubt concerning the policy and practice of the Government relative to the unit 
of value is of paramount importance. 

“When the standard shall be permanentlysestablished, and all doubt of its 
stability removed, the parity of all our money will be fully recognized, and the 
kind of money in which payments shall be made will rarely, if ever, be the 
subject of dispute. When certainty shall take the place of doubt, and the integ- 
rity of our credit be as fixed as the honor of the nation, the national debt can 
be readily refunded at lower interest rates and future loans negotiated with ease 
upon better terms than ever before. 

“Some question of expedience might be raised if the proposition were new 
or we were assuming a position at variance with other nations. But the gold 
standard is recognized by all leading nations, and the statute proposed merely 
reaffirms the policy followed by us for over sixty years, so reinforced and plainly 
expressed that the question will be placed forever beyond dispute. 
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“Tf under all these conditions the United States shall clearly, by law, adopt 
the gold standard, it will pass to the new condition with even less friction than 
was experienced by the resumption of specie payment. The Government is 
fortunate in being able to act in so important a matter under such favorable 
circumstances. The general policy of the Government and such declarations 
as have been made by Congress are entirely consistent with this proposition. 

“In the absence of a law providing protection to the gold reserve, it is always 
subject to encroachment in expenditures to meet the general expenses of the 
Government. Whenever such encroachment appears probable a fear has arisen 
that the Government may not be able to meet its demand obligations, and a run 
upon the reserves for the redemption of the demand notes has followed. 

“This situation is responsible for the so-called ‘endless chain.’ By separating 
the reserve fund from the general fund, and prohibiting its use except for 
the redemption of United States notes and Treasury notes, the dangers to which 
it has been so greatly subjected will be removed. These demand notes are being 
redeemed in gold now, and always have been, and no additional burden is im- 
posed upon the government. It is sought to simplify and legalize the practice 
and create a division in the Treasury where the whole business of issuing and 
redeeming notes may be transacted, and to establish complete confidence in the 
redemption of our demand obligations. 

“The legalizing of the gold standard and provision for the equality of all 
forms of money at a parity with the standard will so remove all doubt of the 
soundness and integrity of our money that there will be little occasion for the 
exchange of one kind of money for another. 

“And yet, in order to make complete guaranty against any contingency which 
may arise, authority to the Secretary of the Treasury to meet such emergencies, 
should they arise, by the sale of bonds or the exchange of any money issued or 
coined by the United States, is deemed advisable. 

“The provision that no note or certificate, once redeemed or exchanged, shall 
be withdrawn, except in exchange for an equivalent amount of the coin in 
which said note or certificate was redeemed or exchanged, will forever put an 
end to the so-called ‘endless chain’ which has so embarrassed the government 
in the ever recurring redemption of the greenback. 

“There can be no contraction of the currency under this system, for the 
reason that either the note is in circulation, or, if redeemed, its equivalent is in 
circulation.”

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TRADE BAROMETER IN TREASURY RECORDS. 


If all the trade papers and magazines in the United States were to go out 
of existence at once, it would still be possible to obtain a fair idea of business 
conditions throughout the country from United States Treasury records. It is 
surprising at how many points the affairs of the National Treasury touch the 
general business situation. A few years since, the Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion, who is an officer of the Treasury Departinent, doubtless feeling that apolo- 
gies were in order from him because of the small number of immigrants annually 
arriving in the United States, alleged that the falling off was due to hard times. 
Apparently he was right in this assumption, for from 1893 to 1896, inclusive, 
there was a sharp decline in the number of arrivals, and since the Immigration 
Service is a self-supporting one, Congress found it necessary, in order to pay 
expenses, to raise the entrance tax from 50 cents to $1 upon each immigrant 
coming to the United States. To further support the Commissioner’s contention, 
it may be said that the present high degree of prosperity is so inviting that the 
immigration officials at the large ports, especially in New York, are pushed to 
their utmost efforts to examine and take care of the largely increasing number 
of arrivals. 

A few years ago postage stamps were printed for the Government by private 
institutions under contract. Now they are printed by the Treasury Depart- 
ment. The number of deliveries made by the Treasury to the Postoffice Depart- 
ment each month furnishes an index to the business status of the country. 


The increase in population naturally brings with it a corresponding increase 


in the use of postage stamps. During September, 1897, the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing printed and delivered to the postoffice authorities 241,685,000 
postage stamps. ‘The deliveries for September, 1898, were 260,085,000, while 
for September of the current year they were 541,376,000, or more than double 
what they were a year ago. Obviously something besides an increase in popula- 
tion has called forth such an enormously increased demand for postage stamps. 

At the beginning of every month the Treasury publishes what is called 
the “Circulation Statement.” It records the amounts of our various kinds of 
money in circulation and in the Treasury. The statement for October 1, 1899, 
shows that there is now in the channels of business $1,948,703,186. The Gov- 
ernment Actuary, skilled in figures, makes an estimate of the population every 
month to be used in connection with the Circulation Statement. He places 
the population of the United States, October 1, 1899, at 76,561,000. The per 
capita circulation is therefore $25.45. A year ago, October 1, 1898, the amount 
of money in circulation was $1,816,596,392. It appears, therefore, that in a 
single year there is now actually more than $132,000,000 available for business 
use than there was a year ago, and yet there was no escape from the usual fall 
stringency in the money market. The increase of money in circulation in the 
United States since October 1, 1896, seems almost incredible. The amount 
given for the last-named date is $1,582,302,289, so that in three years there has 
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been added to the circulation $366,400,000, which vast sum, notwithstanding the 
great business revival, has been accomplished in the main through enormous 
expansion of-credits, must have been a potent factor in the country’s prosperity. 
Most of the increase has been in gold, of which there is now in the United 
States in coin and bullion almost $1,000,000,000, as against $641,000,000 Oc- 
tober 1, 1896. This abundance of the yellow metal has furnished a basis of 
security upon which is reared that structure of confidence so essential to the 
welfare of every business enterprise. The United States has been singularly 
fortunate during these three years with reference to its stock of gold. In his 
annual report on the production of precious metals, soon to be published, the 
Director of the Mint will estimate the world’s gold production for the calendar 
year 1898 at $287,000,000. Of this sum he will show that $60,000,000 went 
to industrial uses, leaving for monetary purposes $227,000,000. The wonderful 
activities of these times resulted in the absorption by the United States of more 
than $200,000,000 of that remainder, leaving indeed barely $27,000,000 of the 
world’s gold supply for 1898 to be divided among other nations. 

Every day there is placed on the desk of the Secretary of the Treasury a 
statement showing the actual condition of the Treasury. “With this statement 
before him, the head of the department may see at a glance what is held in 
the Treasury as available cash, the amount of gold on hand, the receipts for 
the day, the month, and the year, and the disbursements for the same periods. 
Comparisons are given with corresponding periods of last year. The receipts 


are classified according to character, and the expenditures are treated in a like 
manner. Thus the Secretary of the Treasury may know at a glance the condi- 
tion of the Government’s finances, and he may know, too, from this statement, 


something of the condition of the country’s business. If the receipts from cus- 
toms show a falling off, there is an indication of lighter importations, and gen- 
erally the reason for this is known. If the receipts from internal revenue show 
marked increases, as they have in recent months, he knows that a wider use is 
being made of those things subject to the internal taxes, and such wider use is 
coincident with a thriving commerce and increasing industria! activity. 

Monthly the Treasury issues a statement showing the paper currency of 
each denomination outstanding. During the summer and fall months of this 
year there has been an enormous demand for the smaller denominations, the 
ones, twos, fives, tens and twenties. One has only to glance at the changes 
which have taken place to understand that the needs of trade and commerce 
have peculiarly required a reduction of the amount of large notes outstanding 
and a corresponding increase in the number of small bills. 

Instances might be multiplied showing other interesting features of Treas- 
ury statistics, having either approximate or remote relation to the state of busi- 
ness. Of course it is generally known that the department maintains a well- 
equipped Bureau of Statistics, the special object of which is to gather with the 
utmost celerity and accuracy the figures that measure our foreign trade. It 
is generally known, too, what enormous totals in exports that bureau has fur- 
nished to the country within the last few years. Every detail of value to 
merchants and others engaged in foreign commerce is now made public within 
thirty days after the close of the month reported. The changing character of 
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American exports is constantly watched by expert statisticians, and thus Con- 
gress and the people are able to know at all times the exact character of the 
trade. The recent remarkable revival in exports of manufactures is now being 
watched with interest, for it indicates a widening market abroad in that charac- 
ter of goods, where only a few years ago Americans were not able to compete 
successfully with their rivals. Exports of manufactures now constitute more 
than one-fourth of the total exports and are gaining rapidly. The accompany- 
ing diagram will illustrate the figures of the Bureau of Statistics with reference 


to the growth of the export trade in manufactured articles as compared with 
the growth of total exports: 
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Generally the state of business may be learned from reports of bank clear- 
ings, railroad earnings, and bank statements. They are extremely useful in 
gauging the business tide; but here is a little illustration which will show the 
expansive movements with exceeding nicety. There is a column of figures 
in the report of the Treasurer of the United States which shows at the end 
of each month the stock of fractional coin which the Treasury has on hand. 
According to the increase or decrease of this stock is shown the state of the 
country’s business with reference to the multifarious minor transactions which 
require small change. Back in May, 1885, the Treasury held the enormous 
sum of $31,694,365 in fractional coins. From that time down to 1893 the busi- 
ness of the country gradually increased to such an extent that the Treasury’s 
holding of fractional coins was reduced, month by month, until by reason of 
the high prosperity of 1892 its holdings of such coins had been reduced to 
$11,000,000 in round figures. Then came the years of stagnation and depres- 
sion, and with them an increase in the Government’s holding of fractional 
coins, thus showing a lessened demand for them among the people. So, by 
midsummer, 1897, the Treasury’s stock of fractionals had increased to $16,- 
286,000. For a year, then, there was a gradually increasing demand for small 
coins, with the result that month by month the Treasury’s balance was reduced 
until in April, 1898, it stood at $12,018,000. For a few months afterwards the. 
demand increased slowly, but with the first of the fall months a year ago it 
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quickened sharply, and since then the Treasury’s stock of dimes, quarters, and 
halves has been rapidly vanishing until at the end of September, therexavas 
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less than two millions and a half on hand. a ; 
The small change thus sent out from the Treasury is not in the banks. i 
These institutions make constant demands on the Treasury for small coins, show- ; 


ing that there is outstanding among the people at the present time more small 
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change than ever before, and revealing by another undoubted barometer of 
business conditions the fact that we are in the midst of a period of marvelous 
activity. The diagram accompanying will show the depletion of the Treasury’s 
holding of small coin as prosperous conditions increased.

ENORMOUS PER CAPITA WEALTH. 





Cadiz, Ohio, is credited with being the richest town of its size in the world. 
With barely 1,600 inhabitants, and not a manufacturing industry of any sort, it 
has four national banks and four prosperous loan associations, with a combined 
capitalization of $1,215,000. It has more financial institutions than it has 
churches and schools. Although it is one of the small settlements in Ohio, there 
are only four cities in the state which do more business with money than it does. 
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SECRETARY GAGE’S ANNUAL REPORT SUG- 
GESTIONS. 


The two sections of the annual report of Secretary Gage to Congress of 
greatest interest to the readers of THE BANKERS MONTHLY, “The Standard 
of Money” and “Banking and Currency,” are reported herewith in full: 

The state of the Treasury, as shown in its proper place, exhibits a degree 
of financial strength never before equaled. It places the Government in a 
position, more favorable than has before existed, to take any steps Congress 
may consider wise toward inaugurating needful improvements in the currency 
or judicious modifications in the banking laws. There are two points to which 
public attention has long been directed and upon which legislative action has 
been earnestly desired. These are, first, the money standard, and, second, a 
better adaptation of our currency system to the requirements of expanding 
trade and industry. Both of these questions are of prime importance to our 
well-being as a people, and demand the consideration which their importance 
justifies. Upon these two questions I feel it my duty to speak with earnestness. 

First, as to the money standard. Gold now constitutes that standard. It is 
now, and for many years has been, the standard by which the values of all 
commodities, whether foreign or domestic, have been measured or declared. 
It is the standard to which reference has been had in all contracts or under- 
takings involving the future payment of money. It is the standard which tests 
the quality of value of the intermediate currency with which wages are paid 
and all, or nearly all, of the minor business affairs of the people are carried on. 
The debate over the relative merits of gold and silver as the true and proper 
money standard has been long and exhaustive; but while the discussion has 
continued the advanced nations of the earth, one after the other, with hardly 
an exception, have adopted gold as the more suitable for commercial needs. 
Indeed, it is vigorously asserted, and with truth, that the United States is in 
this very category—that our money standard is gold—and with some show of 
reason it is argued that nothing is required other than to “let things alone.” 
Such a conclusion, however, does not commend itself to the judgment of those 
to whom stability in the future is not less important than good conditions in 
the present. More and more, as society advances in its power over nature and 
in the complexity of its industrial relationships, the present and the future 
are woven together. The 300-ton craft, built of wood, that once might have 
realized the investment cost in a single voyage to India, has been succeeded 
by the 10,000-ton steamship, built for vears of service. The one was the product 
of a few men’s hands, wrought with rude tools in a brief period of time. The 
other embodies in itself every diversity of skill and science and art. The one 
could safely venture its small investment in the hazards of a distant trade, 
even though barter was the rule of the exchanges. The other, combining in 
itself a vast aggregation of capital, must enter the service of a modern commerce, 
where enormous volume at lowest cost of carriage is the fundamental condition 
of suecess. The one was under the law of high hazards, with great possibilities 
of profit. The other is under the law of conservative safeguards against risk—of 
small rewards and uninterrupted employment. The illustration is applicable to 
modern industry in all its forms. The one word most important is stability— 
stability of conditions; and the most important feature to that stability is an 
established money standard, as so established that it cannot be subverted or 
changed by any hasty or ill-considered action. 
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It has long been the desire and hope of many intelligent and patriotic citizens 
to secure needful and enduring stability in the money standard by an inter- 
national agreement in regard to gold and silver, which would be effective to 
that end. The realization of that desire and hope seems now too remote to 
justify present consideration; but if those who still cherish it shall offer it in 
objection to the action above proposed, it is a sufficient answer to say that sta- 
bility on the gold standard is the only stability now possible to us, and if the 
time should come when international agreement offers a safe and desirable 
substitution, the freedom of our representative form of government will give to 
our people the liberty of choice. 


If it be true, as true it undoubtedly is, that gold is now our standard of 
money values, the future needs only the assurance that it will so continue to 
be, until at least the people shall be so united in their desire for a change therein 
as to be able to direct the voice of both Houses of Congress, and secure the 
approving signature of the Chief Executive. The confidence that Congress will 
furnish this kind of a guaranty has inspired enterprise, called capital, into use, 
improved the condition of labor, and given new impetus to all our energies. 
To make this state of affairs permanent, the highest security should be given 
that the common denominator of all calculations in value shall remain un- 
changed. 


It is evident that a direct and effective way to do this would be to declare 
that the credit obligations of the Government itself, whether payable on demand 
or ata future period, shall be paid in gold coin of present weight and fineness; 
or it would be equally effective if, by positive law, it were made mandatory upon 
the Treasury Department so to pay and receive the two kinds of money—silver 
and gold—as to maintain their parity under all conditions. Such action would 
be in logical conformity to what has already been established as the “policy” 
of the Government. To the end contemplated, the Treasury should be clothed 
with sufficient powers to meet all emergencies. The establishment of an ample 
fund, separate and apart from the general funds, to be held specifically as a 
redemption fund for demand liabilities, must be an important incident to such 
legislation. The recommendations of the President in this particular, if formu- 
lated into law, seem to be adequate. 


In the beginning, law took no cognizance of banking. It grew into being 
as, in a free condition, the arts and trades and divisions in labor have grown. 
When society reached a stage where man could put confidence in man, credit 
was born. The producer or owner of property became willing to pass its owner- 
ship to another, against the buyer’s promise to pay its equivalent value at a 
future time. Thus an enormous step forward was made. Brain and brawn, 
united to character, could then gain the use of the tools of production, and 
with their aid could win from reluctant toil the value for the repayment of their 
cost. Ability, borrowing capital, could create capital. Thus the accumulations 
of society advanced from the rule of addition to that of multiplication. The 
men who desired the power which credit gave increased in number, and under 
the same law which developed the division of labor and the specialization of 
industry, the dealer in credit became specialized from the dealer in goods. 

The man thus distinctively separated became known as the banker. Of 
necessity, he was a man of property and of acknowledged responsible character. 
His obligation was effective for the exchange of goods, and those of lesser repute 
or standing found it to their advantage to borrow his credit in exchange for 
their own. Possessed of financial resources of his own, represented largely in 
cash or money, it became natural for him and advantageous to the community 
that he should pay for local products at the point where they were produced, 
to take his reimbursement at some distant point to which they might be shipped 
and sold. He further became a natural temporary repository of the idle money 
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of others, and this aided him to perform in a larger way his particular function. 
The above describes all he did then. It describes all he does now. 

Summarized, he exchanges his effective credit for the less effective, or else- 
where ineffective, credit of those with whom he deals. He makes payment for 
goods in one place, and takes his pay in another. He makes payment for goods 
purchased at distant points, and takes his reimbursement at his home point, 
where they are bought and consumed. He receives deposits of money. These 
deposits, together with any unused balances of credit due to others, are evidenced 
by proper entries on his books. He carries in his money chest a percentage 
of all the obligations thus evidenced to enable him to meet the calls for cash 
from such of his creditors as may require that form of payment. To such as 
could be well accommodated thereby he formerly gave his notes of hand, con- 
venient in size and denomination. 

To this list of operations carried on by the banker nothing can be added. 
It comprehends all his functions. It will be observed by the thoughtful that 
in no one of these is he able to operate, except in compliance with the desires 
of those with whom he deals. He is powerless to take the initiative in any of 
them. Whoever deals with him does it of choice, and not in obedience to any 
power of coercion the banker can exercise. Of all the members of the com- 
munity, he is the one most dependent. In the degree that he operates his 
function, to that degree he becomes a debtor, with all his liabilities immediately 
payable. He is under the highest bonds of self-interest to so carry himself as 
to win and retain the respect and confidence of his constituents and dealers. 
A failure on his part in this respect means disaster to his business and ruin 
to himself. Holding claims against the community, the value and solvency of 
which depend to a large degree upon continued activity and industry in trade, 
it is his interest to promote, as best he can, the conditions favorable to the pros- 
perity of the community. : 

It would appear, then, that the banker as a private person might be safely 
left to pursue his calling without interference from the law, because it is evident 
that his own interest, if wisely considered, will guide him in those directions 
which it would be the policy of good laws to direct him to take. 

With the growth of society, the increase of capital, and the increased demand 
upon the banker for the services he alone can render, the individual became 
powerless to meet fully the requirements of a developing situation. As in other 
departments of life, the strength of the individual was increased by association 
with his fellows. The delicate nature of the duties involved, together with 
the large responsibilities and many hazards which time and experience had 
shown to exist, made these co-operating individuals reluctant to stand fully and 
personally responsible. 

To limit their individual risks, they sought authority from the lawmaking 
power to incorporate, with the limit of personal liability strictly defined. In 
this respect they followed the example set by associated efforts in many other 
forms of enterprise and industry. In this way only could the full power of 
association be utilized. Now, when the banker was thus given partial exemption 
as to responsibility, it became the duty of the law to put proper and just limita- 
tions upon “the exercise of his natural prerogatives.” [Exempted to a degree 
from the perils of ruin by the limitation of personal liability, it was right that 
this exemption should be accompanied by such limitations of his powers as 
the interests of the public should require. With limited responsibility, he was 
properly limited in the risks and hazards he might assume. The justice of this 
will nowhere be denied. The question for examination is not whether limita- 
tions and prohibitions should be laid, but whether they are wisely and sufficiently 
imposed. ; : ; ; 

The development of our legislation during the last thirty-six years, which 
covers the history of the national-banking act and all amendments thereto, has 
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thrown upon Congress a large responsibility for the effective working of that 
agency known as the bank. There seems to be, in some directions, an opinion 
that by the grace of government these institutions are established as a privilege 
to certain persons so favered; that they have no real occasion to be; that at 
best they are parasitical plants, drawing life and nourishment from the industrial 
tree to which they are attached, and to the well-being of which they contribute 
nothing. If this were true, no duty could be more immediate than to repeal 
all laws which give them existence, and, by one sweeping prohibitive act, forbid 
the exercise of their function. Whether it was wise for the general Government 
to legislate at all concerning them it would be useless now to discuss. It is 
sufficient that this has been done, and by action, permissive in certain partic- 
ulars and prohibitive in others, there have been evolved 3,500 national banking 
institutions. Like other agencies which time has developed and made operative 
in the natural relations of men to each other, banks are valuable for the service 
they perform for the social whole. They are to be considered in this light alone. 
They ought neither to be made recipients of public favor or bounty, nor unduly 
constrained in those particulars where a proper liberty will insure to them a 
needful power for useful service. 

In a government where the imperial edict cannot be questioned, explanations 
are superfluous, but in a government of the people it is most desirable that all 
the people should understand the motives of action which govern the makers 
of the law, and be sufficiently wise to comprehend the scope and range of legis- 
lative dealing, so as to approve that which is right and condemn that which is 
wrong. 

It is especially important that the legislator himself should have clear con- 
ceptions of the truth, and since that great, far-reaching influence covered by the 
term banking has come so largely under legislative control, it is doubly impor- 
tant that we understand the force and effects of that agency, that we should 
know intimately how it works in its details and comprehend the direct and 
reflex benefits or evils of the measures which may give liberty or impose 
repression. 

Important as is the establishing of our money standard upon a safe and 
enduring basis; important as is the guarding of the national demand obligations; 
these alone will still leave our financial system exposed to evils which ought to 
be cured. These evils arise out of our situation as it relates to the currency. 

While stability in the currency should be safely guarded, flexibility—the 
power of needful expansion—must also be provided. The exercise of this power, 
with proper limitations and restrictions, must be intrusted to the bank. There 
is no other agency that can wisely and efficiently execute it. In fact, the banks 
do exercise that power now in regard to the larger part of that element which, 
rightly understood, really constitutes the currency. It is a popular delusion that 
the bank deals in money. Money is an incident in its dealings—an important 
incident, no doubt—but, truly speaking, an incident only. The bank deals in 
credits. For a consideration, varying according to time, place and circumstance, 
it gives to the public with whom it deals its own debt obligations in exchange 
for the debt obligations of its dealers and customers. The olibgations of the 
bank thus created are generally evidenced by a credit upon its books to the dealer, 
who has the right to draw upon it by his checks or drafts as his convenience 
may be served. The constant interchange of credits between the bank and its 
dealers, with the enormous volume of checks and drafts constantly passing 
between buyer and seller, constitutes in the broadest sense the currency of the 
country. It is these instruments which trade uses in much the larger part of 
all its operations. Money—real money, gold or silver—plays but a small part 
in the multitudinous exchanges. The total money of the country—metallic and 
paper—is less than two thousand millions, while the “deposits” of the commer- 
cial banks. state and national, aggregate more than four thousand millions. 
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Whence comes this excess of two thousand millions on deposit? It repre- 
sents, as, indeed, does the whole deposit fund, the unused credits belonging to 
the bankers’ public, temporarily at rest in the bankers’ hands. But the period 
of such rest is extremely short. Through the clearing houses of the country 
this great fund is each month invaded by checks and drafts to the total of 
more than eight thousand millions. By this calculation, in one-half of one month 
the whole deposit fund would be exhausted; and so it would, were it not that 
the recipients of these checks themselves prefer a credit upon their bankers’ 
books. Thus it comes that these checks and drafts are rather instruments for 
the transfer of property and credit than for the realization of money. They, 
however, perform in our domestic commerce and trade the same function that 
the dollar note of the Government, or the fractional silver coin, performs—that 
is to say, they are the agency by which goods are passed from one to another 
and by which trade accounts are settled. Thus it would appear that in the 
department of our commercial life, where checks and drafts and bank credits 
constitute the real currency, the movement of expansion and contraction is now 
governed by the mutual action of the banks and the business public. 

If what is above written is true, it must be recognized that in the larger 
affairs of our commercial life, the “currency” supply is, as a rule, equal to the 
demand. In other words, when the operations of trade are in their usual and 
regular grove, bank credits, with the accessories of checks and drafts, furnish 
all, the mechanism of exchange that trade requires. With a periodical regularity, 
however, clearly marked, occurring year after year with the autumnal season, 
these instruments of exchange are proved to be inefficient for the service then 
required. Then the crops are to be harvested, the labor cost paid. The grain 
and the cattle are to be marketed. The western bankers and merchants who 
have funds or credit at rest with the bankers in the financial centers find that 
checks and drafts are not suited to the purpose now in question. The bank 
credit is all right per se, but the form in which that credit is evidenced is not 
convenient. What they need for these uses is a form of credit instrument easily 
recognized by the people, one convenient as to denomination, and one which will 
pass from hand to hand without being questioned. In short, their need is for 
paper money, or hard cash. 

Now, subject to one limitation-—that of safety to the note holder, a qualifica- 
tion never to be disregarded—it is impossible for any one to name a good reason 
why the indebtedness of the banker in this field of the exchanges should not 
be expressed as freely in his notes of hand of convenient size, as in one consol- 
dated entry to the credit of his dealer, upon his book of accounts. It is 
precisely at this point that difficulty, embarrassment, and loss are occasioned. 
What would be a natural, economical, and effective operation is by the inhibi- 
tions and restrictions of law now made impossible. In a state of freedom, the 
extraordinary wants of the country at harvest time would be largely, if not 
wholly, met by the conversion of bank balances, not available for these genera: 
purposes, into bank notes or paper money. These, performing their function, 
would again return when their service was ended, to be again transformed into 
“balances in bank,” where, through the medium of checks and drafts, the larger 
commercial uses would be the better served. 

I have said that the present inhibitions and restrictions of the law make 
this natural course impossible. The prohibitive tax of 10 per cent upon the 
notes of state banks and the unreasonable restrictions and conditions imposed 
upon national banks as a condition of note issues by them are pointed to in 
justification of this statement. I cannot do better, perhaps, than here to illus- 
trate the argument by recent financial history. I take the facts from New York 
records. They are the most complete and the most instructive, although any 
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other commercial center might be selected for example. On August 26th last 
the banks of New York held in “deposits’—i. e., unliquidated debts to the 
public—the large amount of $858,000,000. They held claims against the public 
(outstanding loans) amounting to $756,000,000. They held in cash—that is to 
say, various forms of money legal tender by law—upward of $227,000,000. The 
relation of things to each other was apparently normal and satisfactory. The 
merchant or the manufacturer or the general dealer could exchange his obliga- 
tions with the bank for the bank’s obligations to him through a credit upon its 
books at the low cost of 24, 3, or 4 per cent per annum. The “reserves” of the 
bank, that controlling factor which finally limits their power to expand credit 
operations, were ample. About this time a new influence made itself felt. 
Bankers and merchants living in the interior or the farther west, who owned 
or controlled a portion of the credit balances standing on the books of the 
New York banks, needed to realize to some extent their balances in a form of 
credit obligation which would be convenient for the payment of harvest hands 
and the other incidentals of crop gathering. 

These conditions were known to my distinguished predecessor, Secretary 
Windom. He was familiar by experience with affairs in the great industrial 
centers, no less than he was with the needs of his own State, famous for its 
agriculture, and weight should be given to this authoritative declaration, which 
is to be found in his annual report for the year 1890: 

“In my judgment, the gravest defect in our present financial system is its 
lack of elasticity. * * * The demand for money, in this country, is so 
irregular that an amount of circulation which will be ample during ten months 
of the year will frequently prove so deficient during the other two months as to 
cause stringency and commercial disaster. * * * The crops of the country 
have reached proportions so immense that their movement to market, in August 
and September, annually causes a dangerous absorption of money. The lack of 
a sufficient supply to meet the increased demands during those months may 
entail heavy losses upon the agricultural as well as upon other business 
interests.” 

If the New York banks could have issued their notes in the form of paper 
money, they would have furnished them, and thus discharged the credits stand- 
ing upon their books, and this would have entirely satisfied interior and western 
needs. In that case there would have been no expansion of credits. By so much 
as notes were issued, by so much book credits would have been canceled. The 
bank statement would have been expressed in different form, with no material 
change in fact. “Deposits” would have diminished, “circulating notes,” by so 
much, would have been increased, the total would remain the same. The cash 

“reserves,” remaining unaffected, would have continued to be a sufficient guard 
to liabilities, and the course of the loan and discount market would have had 
no shock. But, as before stated, this course was not open. Nevertheless, the 
interior and Western demand had to be met in the form in which that demand 
was expressed. In the absence of alternative, resort was of necessity had to the 
cash reserves. Between August 26th and October 14th twenty-three millions of 
this fund, which limits and restricts the general credit operations of the banks, 
were sent to perform a function which could have been as effectively performed 
by bank notes of suitable denominations. Consider now the effect this produced. 
As stated, $23,000,000 were sent out from the reserves. This depletion destroyed 
the guard of cash required by law for $92,000,000 of deposits. The banks were 
ne longer able to continue their main function, which is to give their credit 
in exchange for the credit of the individual. On the contrary, it became imper- 
ative, under the reduced holdings of cash, in order to bring liabilities down, to 
collect their claims from the public, and by this process reduce their credit 
obligations (deposits) to the public. 

Interest—or, more truly speaking, the bank’s charge for exchanging its credit 
against private credit—rose from 24, 3, or 4 per cent to 10, 15, 25, 40 per cent. 
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That element of the currency which bank credits furnished was contracted 
within a period of nine weeks to the extent of $84,000,000. In common parlance, 
deposits were reduced to that extent. Put in the shortest form: In order to 
supply the interior with the use of a medium of exchange for a few weeks, to 
the amount of $23,000,000, havoe was wrought in the regular ongoing of our 
commercial life. 

It is pertinent to inquire whether this is the best of which we are capable. 
Other countries offer us models which it may profit us to study. Certain it is 
that perturbations in our finances often bring far-reaching and destructive effects 
to trade and industry. Equally certain it is that in other countries such perturba- 
tions do not result in similar general disaster. It is not an agreeable task to 
point out defects and weaknesses without offering effective remedies, and it is 
much easier to criticise than to create. In my opinion, however, the path to 
better conditions is quite plainly marked. Society, left in a state of compara- 
tive freedom, has by slow steps worked out for itself those tools and appliances 
and methods best suited to its needs. The practice of banking is as natural an 
evolution as is the locomotive or the steamship, and in its relation to modern 
industry and commerce it is hardly less important and serviceable. Note issuing 
was a development of the natural function of a bank, that function being to 
make private credit effective to commercial apd industrial needs. What the 
bank credit does in a large way, with the aid of checks and drafts, the bank note 
doe: in a smaller, but equally necessary, way. 

IT have said that foreign systems of banking afford objects of profitable 
study. We need not go so far. Forty years ago, before the imperative needs 
of the Government repressed the natural development of banking, there had 
already become established in several states banking systems filling to a high 
degree of perfection the services which such institutions should render to the 
public. The New England system, those of Ohio, Indiana, Louisiana, and New 
York—while differing from each other in many particulars and not equally 
effective—were all safe and substantially adequate to public needs. 

It is the general theory of our Government that the largest liberty should 
be enjoyed by the people, subject only to such restraints as the welfare and. safety 
of the whole may require, and in the field of banking it may be affirmed that this 
principle should be observed. 

I beg now to point out some of the general limitations and restrictions which 
Congress has imposed in this department, and inquire as to their justice, wisdom 
and adequacy. 

First. As to conditions of capitalization. The law requires a minimum capital 
of $50,000 as a precedent to organization under the national-bank act. While 
this would seem to be a fair and moderate limit, it is undoubtedly too large 
for the resources of small communities, where banking facilities are much 
needed, and it is suggested that for places of a population of 1,000 or less the 
minimum be reduced to $25,000. 

Second. The national-bank act clearly recognizes the note-issuing function 
as a proper one, but it is plain that the original conditions and limitations im- 
posed have, under changing conditions, become substantially prohibitive in their 
terms. This ought to be restudied, and as large a liberty be given as may be 
consistent with safety in the exercise of that useful function. 

Third. The law prescribes percentages which national banks shall carry in 
cash against their deposits and limits the amount of risk which the bank shall 
take in loans to any one individual, firm, or corporation. The percentage of 
cash reserves seems to have justified in practice the provision of the law, but 
the limitations on loans have been found to work with great inequality. The 
recommendations of the Comptroller of Currency on this point, to be found in 
his report to Congress last year, merit careful consideration. 
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Fourth. While limitations and restrictions exist in several directions, no 
limitation has ever been given as to the ultimate liability a bank may carry 
upon a given amount of capital. Upon this point the bank with $50,000 capital 
stands legally as free as does the bank with $5,000,000 capital. Cash reserves 
are a defensible subject of legislation, because they affect the immediate solvency 
of the bank. The limitation of liability compared with capital is equally so, 
since the percentage of capital and accumulated surplus affects the ability of 
the bank to bear its own losses. Capital, loans, and deposits bear healthful 
and proper relations to each other. Everything else being equal, the measure 
of risk is determined by the extent of the loans; and for the ultimate solvency of 
the bank as to its deposits, the capital of the bank is the proper guaranty. The 
capital should, therefore, be relative and fairly adequate to the risks involved. 

It is mainly in the lack of adequacy to public needs that our national system 
is at fault. The repressive effect upon note issues destroys, or injuriously limits, 
one of its very important functions. How in certain particulars this injury 
results I have tried truthfully to show. In view of the weakness and limitations 
which time and experience have brought under notice, efforts have been made 
to modify the national-banking act. In the House of Representatives of the 
last Congress certain bills were proposed embodying measures which I believe 
would be effective toward needed reform. These measures in their general prin- 
ciples are approved by the informed judgment. of the most thoughtful of our 
people. It is to be expected that they will be again offered for the consideration 
of the present Congress. Without indulging in specific recommendations at 
this time, which if made could be but repetitions of previous recommendations, 
I commend the subject to the thoughtful attention of the legislative body. 


UNABLE TO AGREE ON A PLAN. 


The committee appointed in accordance with the resolutions at the confer- 
ence in Cleveland of the clearing-house associations of the country last Septem- 
ber has issued a report of its deliberations in Chicago, which were recently closed. 
The committee, which was appointed by Mr. Isaac G. Lombard, chairman of the 
conference, consisted of F. W. Hayes, Detroit, president of the Preston National 
Bank; George 8. Russell, Cleveland, cashier of the Bank of Commerce; Christian 
Deveries, Baltimore, president of the National Bank of Baltimore; L. O. Cox, 
Louisville, president Union National Bank; Gilbert G. Thorne, Minneapolis, 
cashier Northwestern National Bank. Mr. Fred E. Farnsworth, cashier of the 
Union National Bank of Detroit, acted as secretary of the committee, and 
Mr. Hayes as chairman. 

According to the report, the committee gave a great deal of time to the con- 
sideration of the subject, which was the practice of charging exchange for the 
handling of out-of-town items. It also had the benefit of interviews with repre- 
sentatives of all the clearing-house banks in Chicago. Both the committee and 
the Chicago bankers invited to call upon the committee and express their views 
were unanimous in the approval of charges. 

But after full investigation the committee said it was convinced no plan 
could be “evolved by it at the present time which would be effective in all the 
reserve cities of the United States, on account of differing local conditions. 
The committee therefore asks that each clearing-house association take up and 
discuss the matter at an early date, and also appoint a committee to confer with 
and furnish this committee, through its chairman, Frederick W. Hayes of 
Detroit, such information as will be a benefit in solving the important question 
under discussion.” 

After adopting the foregoing report the committee adjourned subject to 
the call of the chairman. 
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IMPORTANT BANK DRAFT DECISION. 


A recent Illinois Supreme Court decision involving the paying of money 
on a fraudulent raised or altered check which was certified by the bank on 
which it was drawn after the change is naturally of great importance to bankers 
generally. The decision was in the case of the Metropolitan National Bank vs. 
the Merchants National Bank, both of Chicago, and establishes the following 
propositions: 

First. Where a check or draft drawn upon a bank has been fraudulently 
raised or altered after it was drawn, the rule is well settled that money which 
has been paid by a bank upon such a fraudulently raised or altered check, may 
be recovered back from the party to whom it was paid, in an action for money 
had and received, on the ground that the payment was without consideration 
and made by mistake. 

Second. The fact that the bank on which it was drawn has certified the 
check after the change has been made, is not conclusive against such bank, nor 
does it preclude it from showing the fact of such alteration, nor even a recovery 
from the party who received the check on the faith and credit of the certificate 
alone. 

Third. The bank is not bound to know anything more than the drawer’s 
signature, and in the absence of any circumstance which inflicts injury upon 
another party, there is no reason why the bank should not be reimbursed. Its 
certification of the check does not preclude it from showing an alteration, nor 
does its teller’s declaration, after he has examined it, that it is right in every 
particular. 

Fourth. Where the customer has a deposit account with the bankers on 
which he is accustomed to deposit checks payable to himself and which are 
entered on his pass-book, and to draw against such deposits, an indorsement of 
the words “for deposit” on a check so deposited is, in the absence of a different 
understanding, presumptive of more than mere agency or authority to collect. 

The decision ratifies the opinion of the New York Court of Appeals in the 
case of Marine Bank vs. National City Bank, 59 N. Y., 67. The Court there 
held that “a bank by certifying a check in the usual form simply certifies to the 
genuineness of the signature of the drawer and that he has funds sufficient to 
meet it, and engages that those funds will not be withdrawn from the bank by 
him; it does not warrant the genuineness of the body of the check either as to 
payee or amount.” 

It is also apparent from the facts in the case that perforation, as a safe- 
guard against fraudulent alteration of checks and drafts, cannot be relied on 
absolutely. 

For the following concise statement of the facts in the case we are indebted 
to W. K. Otis, of Otis & Graves, counsel for the Merchants’ National Bank: 

Early in the winter of 1894 a man, calling himself Frank H. Harper, opened 
an account with the American Trust & Savings Bank of Chicago. At that time 
the Merchants’ National Bank of Chicago was the correspondent of the Flour 
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City National Bank of Minneapolis. On February 7, 1894, a stranger, in the 
usual course of business, purchased, from the Flour City National Bank, a sight 
draft on the Merchants’ National Bank of Chicago, for $35, payable to the order 
of Frank H. Harper. February 13, 1894, six days after it was drawn, it was 
presented to the Merchants’ National Bank for certification. At that time it 
had been raised from $35 to $3,500, but the change was so skillfully made that 
it was not apparent to the old and experienced teller of the bank, and it was 
duly certified and the amount of $3,500 was charged against the account of the 
Flour City National Bank. The change was made by filling in the perforation 
after the figures $35, the original amount of the draft, with pulp, over which 
a thin film of paper was pasted and the draft then reperforated for $3,500 
instead of $35, while the amount in the body of the draft had been erased and 
“$3,500” written in it in place of “$35.” A similar change was made in the 
figures in the upper right hand corner of the draft by erasing the figures $35 
and substituting the figures $3,500. February 13th or 14th the draft was cer- 
tified by the Merchants’ National Bank and was deposited by Harper with the 
American Trust & Savings Bank of Chicago, and credited to his account. The 
same day the draft was delivered by the American Trust & Savings Bank to the 
Metropolitan National Bank, and on that day the Merchants’ National paid 
$3,500 to the Metropolitan National Bank through the Chicago Clearing-house. 
This amount was, subsequently, credited and paid by the Metropolitan National 
Bank to the American Trust & Savings Bank, which still has the money. On 
February 17th a question arose as to the correct amount of the draft, when the 
president of the Merchants’ National Bank telegraphed the Flour City National 
Bank, and, on receiving its reply, went to the Metropolitan National Bank and 
made a demand that it redeem the draft for the reason that it had been raised, 
and left the draft with the assistant cashier of that bank. On the same day 
the Metropolitan National Bank returned the draft to the Merchants’ National 
Bank with a letter stating that “the American Trust & Savings Bank declined 
to redeeem the same. I will report the matter to Mr. Keith early Monday 
morning. Kindly return receipt given you.” 

On February 19th an officer of the Merchants’ National Bank had an inter- 
view with Mr. Keith, the president of the Metropolitan Nationa] Bank, and was 
informed that his bank could not redeem the draft because the American Trust 
& Savings Bank, under the advice of counsel, refused to redeem it. At this time 
it was well known that the American Trust & Savings Bank was not a member 
of the Chicago Clearing-house, and that all checks and drafts, drawn on or 
deposited with it, were cleared through the Metropolitan National Bank and 
that its checks and drafts were received by the Metropolitan National Bank as 
deposited by or credited to the American Trust & Savings Bank, against which 
that bank drew from time to time. It was conceded that, from February 14th 
to February 20th, 1894, the American Trust & Savings Bank had deposited 
with the Metropolitan Bank at no time less than $198,000, and on February 19th, 
when the Metropolitan Bank refused to redeem the draft, it had on deposit to 
the credit of the American Trust & Savings Bank $228,000. When the draft 
was deposited in the American Trust & Savings Bank it bore the following 
endorsement: 
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“For deposit in the American Trust & Savings Bank, of credit of Frank H. 
Harper.” 

The next morning, when it was delivered to the Metropolitan National Bank, 
the following endorsement was stamped upon it: 

“American Trust & Savings Bank, paid February 14, 1894. Paid through 
Chicago Clearing-house to the Metropolitan National Bank.” 

There was evidence at the trial to the effect that the endorsement “Ameri- 
con Trust & Savings Bank. Paid February 14, 1894. Paid through 
Chicago Clearing-house to the Metropolitan National Bank,” had a significance 

peculiar to the bankers of Chicago, different from the ordinary meaning of 
the words and that it signified that the Metropolitan National Bank was the 
agent of the American Trust & Savings Bank in the collection of the draft. 
There was, also, evidence that these words had no such significance or meaning 
beyond the ordinary common interpretation of the words used. The Merchants’ 
National Bank charged $3,500 to the account of the Flour City National Bank, 
but afterwards credited back the amount in excess of $35, which was all the 
Flour City Bank was willing to pay. The suit was brought by the Merchants’ 
National Bank against the Metropolitan National Bank to recover the difference 
between the $3,500, which had been paid by it through the Clearing-House, and 
$35, the amount for which the draft was originally drawn. 

A digest of the principal portions of the opinion rendered by Justice Phillips 
is made by the Legal News, as follows: - 

Where a check or draft drawn upon a bank has been fraudulently raised or 
altered after it was drawn, the rule is well settled that money which has been 
paid by a bank upon such a fraudulently raised or altered check may be recovered 
back from the party to whom it was paid, in action for money had and received, 
on the ground that the payment was without consideration and made by mis- 
take. The fact that the bank on which it was drawn has certified the check 
after the change has been made, is not conclusive against such bank, nor does 
it preclude it from showing the fact of such adulteration, nor prevent a recov- 
ery from the party who received the check on the faith and credit of the 
certification alone. In 2 Daniel on Negotiable Instruments (Sec. 1661), it is 
said: “Where money is paid by the bank upon a raised or altered check by 
the mistake, the general rule is that it may be recovered back from the party to 
whom it was paid, as having been paid without consideration; but if either party 
has been guilty of negligence or carelessness by which the other has been 
injured, the negligent party must bear the loss. The doctrine is clear and is 
sustained by authority. The bank is not bound to know anything more than 
the drawer’s signature, and in the absence of any circumstance which inflicts 
injury upon another party, there is no reason why the bank should not be reim- 
bursed. Its certification of the check does not preclude it from showing an 
alteration, nor does its teller’s declaration, after he has examined it, that it is 
right in every particular.” 

In 2 Morse on Banking (3d Ed., Sec. 482), it is said: “The better doctrine 
seems to be that certification of a check by a bank is a voucher on the part of the 
bank only for the facts that the signature is genuine and that there are funds 
enough to pay the amount for which the check purports to be drawn; that the 
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bank does not warrant the genuineness of the body of the check or of any 
indorsement upon it; and that if there has been any fraudulent alteration or 
forged indorsement prior to such certification, the certification, like the payment, 
is made under a mistake of facts, and as the payment could be recovered back, so 
the certification is not binding.” Numerous authorities are cited as sustaining 
this proposition. 

In Marine National Bank vs. National City Bank, 59 N. Y. 67, it was held: 
“When a check is presented for certification to a bank on which it is drawn, the 
purpose is to ascertain with certainty what the bank alone can know, and that is, 
whether the drawers of the check have funds sufficient to meet it, and further, 
to obtain the engagement of the bank that those funds shall not be withdrawn 
from the bank by the drawers of the check. To this extent the knowledge of 
the bank enables it safely to go in the way of assertion, and its own power over 
its own funds will be sufficient to protect it as to its obligation.” 

In Security Bank of New York vs. National Bank of the Republic, 67 N. Y. 
458, where an action was brought by a bank to recover the amouht paid upon a 
raised check which had been certified by it, evidence that by the common under- 
standing of banks and merchants the word “certified,” at the time of certifica- 
tion, when used in the certification of checks, is construed to import an obliga- 
tion on the part of the certifying bank to pay the amount stated in the check not- 
withstanding the body of it was forged, was held to be inadmissible. In such an 
action the plaintiff was not estopped from alleging the forgery by the fact 
that its teller, at the time that the check was presented for certification, upon 
doubts being expressed in regard to it by the person presenting it, stated that it 
was right in every particular; that it was no part of the teller’s duty to give 
assurance as to the genuineness of the check except in respect to the signature 
of the drawer, beyond which the bank was not responsible for his representations. 

In First National Bank vs. Northwestern National Bank, 152 Ill. 296, it was 
held (p. 311): “The evidence shows that appellee accepted two of the checks, 
‘payable through Chicago Clearing-House,’ prior to the time that they were 
transferred to Chapin & Gore. This makes no difference. An acceptor is bound 
to look only at the face of the bill or check, and an acceptance never proves 
an indorsement, and even if the supposed indorsements of the payees of said 
two checks were on them at the times when they were respectively accepted, yet 
such acceptances did not admit the handwriting of the indorsers. Smith vs. 
Chester, 1 Term Rep. 654; Robinson vs. Yarrow, 7 Taunt, 455; 2 Eng. Com. 
Law, 445. In this case the acceptance or certification of the two checks simply 
warranted the genuineness of the signatures of the drawer, and that it had funds 
sufficient to meet them, and engaged that those funds should not be withdrawn 
from the bank by the drawer, and that the bank would pay, through the agency 
of the Chicago Clearing-House, the amount, if any, actually due on the check 
to the person legally entitled to receive it. The acceptance or certification did 
not warrant the genuineness of the bodies of the checks, either as to the payees 
or the amounts, or warrant the genuineness of the indorsements on the checks.” 

At the time the draft in question was presented to the Merchants’ National 
Bank through the Chicago Clearing-House, it had not only the indorsements 
of the drawer, but also stamped thereon—“American Trust and Savings Bank.— 
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Paid February 14, 1894.—Paid through Chicago Clearing-House to Metropolitan 
National Bank.” With these indorsements thereon the draft in question was 
brought to the Metropolitan National Bank, and the legal effect of the indorse- 
ments was that the draft became the property of the latter bank, and it owed 
the amount to the American Trust & Savings Bank. The indorsements were 


in no way restrictive, and contained no notice that appellant was acting as agent. 

Whilst a restricted character of indorsement can not be shown to be differ- 
ent from that under which the indorsement would be held to be by its legal 
construction, the language of the stamped indorsement indicates that the draft 
was not deposited for collection merely, but for the purpose of being deposited 
to the credit of the American Trust & Savings Bank. The manner of doitig 
business and the large sums kept on deposit with the Metropolitan National 
Bank by the American Trust & Savings Bank are indicative of such being the 
purpose and intention—that it was indorsed for the purpose of collection and 
deposit, and not for the purpose of collection merely. It was held in the case 
of National Commercial Bank vs. Miller, 77 Ala. 168: “When a bank receives 
from a customer a check on another bank for the special purpose of collection, 
the title does not pass by the special indorsement for that purpose nor does the 
receiving bank hold the amount until the check is collected. But where the 
customer has a deposit account with the bankers on which he is accustomed to 
deposit checks payable to himself, which are entered on his pass-book, and to 
draw against such deposits, an indorsement of the words ‘for deposit’? on a 
check so deposited is, in the absence of a different understanding, presumptive 
of more than mere agency or authority to collect. It is a request and direction 
to deposit the sum to the credit of the customer, and gives to the bankers 
authority not only to collect but to use the check in such manner as, in their 
judgment and discretion, having reference to the conditions and necessities of 
their business, may make it most available to their protection, and they may 
have it certified by the bank on which it is drawn.” The indorsement in that 
case was as follows: “For deposit—A. Proskauer & Co., agents.” The court, in 
defining the leg | meaning of the indorsement, says: “The special purpose for 
which an indorsement for deposit is made, under such circumstances, may be 
readily inferred. It was a request and direction to the garnishees to deposit 
the same to the credit of the defendants, and conferred on them not only author- 
ity to collect, but also authority to put the check to such form and use it in 
such manner as in their judgment and discretion, having reference to the con- 
ditions and necessities of their business, would make it most available to their 
protection. The effect of the indorsement for the consummation of this pur- 
pose is to vest the garnishees with the title and control of the check. If, in 
such case, the check is not paid, a banker depends for safety and indemnity on the 
drawer the security of the indorsement.” 

In Brahm vs. Adkins, 77 Ill. 263, it was held: “The paper introduced in 
evidence showed merely the fact that defendants were bankers, a deposit with 
them by plaintiff, and the amount thereof. It was prima facie a general de- 
posit. A deposit is general unless the depositor makes it special, or deposits it 
expressly in some particular capacity. (Keene vs. Collier, 1 Mete. (Ky.) 415; In 
the matter of Franklin Bank, 1 Paige, 249). This, then, upon plaintiffs own 
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showing, was the ordinary case of a deposit of money with bankers, and there 
was an implied undertaking on their part to restore, not the same funds, but an 
equivalent sum, whenever it should be demanded. Story on Bailments, Sec. 
88; Marine Bank vs. Rushmore, 28 Ill. 463; Boyden vs. Bank of Cape Fear, 65 
WH. C. 13.” 

The principle, with reference to an agent is, so long as he stands in his orig- 
inal situation, where he has received money by mistake and has done no act 
on the assumption that the payment was good, and there has been no change 


of circumstances by reason of his having paid over the money to his principal 


or nothing done equivalent to it, he remains liable individually. The mere 
forwarding of the account to his principal and placing the money to his credit 
are not such circumstances as will relieve him. (Mechem on Agency, Sec. 562.) 
It was held in Smith vs. Binder, 75 Ill., 492: “When a contract has been re- 
scinded, or a person has received money as agent of another who had no right 
thereto and has not paid it over, an action may be sustained against the agent to 
recover the money; and the mere passing of such money in account with his 
principal, or making a rest without any new credit given to him, fresh bills 
accepted or further sums advanced to the principal in consequence of it, is not 
equivalent to a payment of the money to the principal.” 

The indorsement by Harper, with the American Trust and Savings Bank, 
was expressly an indorsement for a deposit to the credit of the indorser when 
the same should be collected. 1t reads: “For deposit in the American Trust and 
Savings Bank.—Credit of Frank H. Harper.” Neither that indorsement nor the 
stencil stamp of the American Trust and Savings Bank can be construed to be 
other than an unconditional deposit. Whatever the relation was between the 
Metropolitan National Bank and the American Trust and Savings Bank, there 
is no evidence that the relations between the two banks were disclosed to the 
Merchants’ National Bank or that it had knowledge of any fact of the agency. 
It is said in 2 Morse on Banking (Sec. 577): “But where the customer has a 
deposit account with the bankers, on which he is accustomed to deposit checks 
payable to himself, which are entered on his pass-book, and to draw against such 
deposit, an indorsement of the words ‘for deposit’ on the checks so deposited is, 
in the absence of a different understanding presumption of more than mere 
agency or authority to collect. It is a request and direction to deposit the sum 
to the credit of the customer, and gives to the bankers authority not only to 
collect but to use the check in such manner as in their judgment and discretion, 
having reference to the condition and necessities of their business, may make 
it more available in their possession, and they may have it certified by the bank 
on which it is drawn.” Neither the indorsement and transfer of the draft by 
Harper to the American Trust and Savings Bank nor by that bank to the 
appellant constituted a restricted indorsement, disclosing the relation of agency 
on the part of the appellant, and for collection only. 
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DUTY OF THE CITIZEN TOWARD THE BANK. 


Of late years the public mind has been turned toward material things. The 
struggle for existence has become intense and bitter. How to liye has become 
a serious question to many. 

That the crisis through which we are passing is the natural climax of vast 
underlying forces, that progress sometimes crushes that which it cannot remove, 
does not at once take hold of the popular understanding. Looking about them 
and finding a growing class like themselves men are not disposed to attribute 
failure to individual fault. And while to do so wholly would be unphilosophic, 
yet in countless cases, forethought, thrift, frugality and industry, would banish 
poverty. Men do not stop to consider that in the rapid development of a new 
country, the application of machinery to labor, and the expansion of specula- 
tion, there must inevitably come an era of readjustment, when confusion will 
reign. Such an era we now witness in the closing years of the century. Rather 
does the individual, stung by the knowledge of happiness which he cannot obtain, 
turn against the civilization which seems to have favored one and cursed another. 
As despairing men catch at straws, so he hails any fatuous doctrine which prom- 
ises speedy and effectual relief. And at such a time there can be no more 
significant utterance than that: “Rome was not built in a day.” Faults of a 
system cannot be cured by the knife. Conditions which contain good and evil 
are equally affected by revolution. , 

At this point politics steps in to proclaim not peace but the power of law. 
In every platform there must be a rainbow of promise. Government would 
become useless that could not cure the evils to which men are heir. The occu- 
pation of “Othello” would be gone unless the statesman can be the instrument of 
bringing about equality. So, at least, says the politician. 

Borne down by the sweep of unfeeling forces, the poor man grasps at legis- 
lative fiat as a last hope. Prosperity, high prices, shorter hours of labor, finan- 
cial stability, human equality, are to come by law. Alas, two elements, uncon- 
trollable by the combined will of men are not reckoned with, human nature 
and the physical world. Utopia will not come until the masses change life’s 
ideal from happiness through wealth to happiness through character. Equality 
of effort will not come until the physical conditions (soil, climate, continent) are 
recognized as stronger and more fundamental elements of supply and demand, 
than mediums of exchange or methods of distribution. Law will never change 
elementary conditions. The very opulence which is inherent in the Mississippi 
Valley, paradoxical as it may seem, is responsible for the unevenness of our 
social life. The richest valley in the world has, within less than a century, been 
made to yield an annual harvest. What a field is there here for the success of 
superior intellectuality in the man, stronger acquisitiveness, if you will, in the 
individual! What an opportunity, in the swirling mass of commercial activity, 
for some to be borne down and under! What an arena for the exhibition of 
contrast! 

Therefore, it is, that all the creatures of law are being questioned. If law 
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is the cure, the reverse of the proposition must be true, law is the cause! Evils 
are attributed to human law which are beyond its scope and vice versa good 
is promised through enactments which will be as weak in the presence of the 
eternal physical, as the breath of a child is to withstay the motion of a glacier. 

The apparent ease with which the corporation wins wealth that is denied to 
individual effort, has turned the eyes of impatient dreamers toward the corpora- 
tion—the artificial person created by law. Fanned by demagogery, a hate uncon- 
sciously sprung from bitterness, has been turned into open animosity. Vain 
requirements are proposed which if enacted would destroy the principle im- 
bedded in corporate existence. There must be war upon something. Why 
not upon this thing of the people’s own making? And yet here is revealed the 
futility of such war. The “Thing” is in existence responsive to a demand. 
What the individual has been able to accomplish alone has not been directly 
harmed by the corporation. There may adhere indirect evils, but they can be 
dismissed as unavoidable. The corporation is for the people; and also it is of 
the people. And the distinction imperatively to be made, is, does the work 
so touch the interests of the mass as to demand and obtain for the favor of 

* permissible existence, complete public espionage? 

Where the state grants charter rights and withholds the right of inspection 
and semi-direction, there can be no constitutional fault in the corporation, 
because it will die under the law of competition, when greater profits, protec- 
tion, and benefits, accrue through the simple partnership. Nor, is it fair to 
attribute to it more than a moiety of the evils of concentrated wealth, for it 
is the natural power of the mass more than the artificial stimulus and strength 
of legal form, which gives to wealth its menacing attitude, if it does indeed 
possess such a one. It follows that no warfare should be made upon the cor- 
poration unless it cloak itself in the garment of law, and out of sight of the 
public, uses darkly public grants for private aggrandizement, against the inter- 
ests of the people. Otherwise, the corporation is to be upheld in its semi- 
public nature, as an agent of the whole people, doing public work under state 
guidance. 

It is the duty of the citizen, poor or rich, to reach this mental attitude; 
to make this distinction before entering into wholesale condemnation of an 
agency of good, and that his own creation. Business would fare but poorly 
without the corporation. It is necessary that men unite in capitalistic enter- 
prises, which, save for corporate protection against full liability, would only 
exist as a monopoly among the very rich. Thus looked at, corporations become 
the friends of the poor. 

During recent monetary troubles attention has been turned to the bank. 
The bank is made an exponent of that deathshead, the money-power. And in 
the haphazard discussion and denunciation of this institution, under the excite- 
ment of politics, an opportunity has come to the bank to exhibit its true nature. 
While the bank at one time felt keenly the gnawing of suspicion, it stands out 
clearer today than ever before in its history. It is no longer a mystery, operating 
on independent lines, but a plain servant of the people. It is chartered with 
corporate form by the will of the state; it is manned, equipped and operated 
(in a large and but now appreciated degree) by its depositors. At all times it 
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is open to inspection and supervision. Through the voluntary pooling of the 
little savings of the people the bank’s deposits form a basis for a credit cur- 
rency in checks, drafts and bills of exchange, serviceable to commerce in its 
entirety. In its immediate relation to iis patrons it always gives value received 
for favors. It measures wealth, but owns comparatively little. It deals with 
money, but does not hoard it, and through its peculiar processes multiplies it 
threefold. The attention of the person dissatisfied, once directed to these things, 
a new citizen springs up as a defender of the bank and an advocate of its exten- 
sion, knowing that through state or national inspection and supervision the 
interests of the people are safe and a freer commerce assured.

DEPOSITS SEVEN AND A HALF BILLIONS. 


Hon. Charles G. Dawes, Comptroller of the Currency, has just made public 
the results of the investigation which he has made into the number of loans 
and deposit accounts, rates of interest and resources of the combined banks of» 
the United States in the years 1889, 1894, and 1899. In collecting this 
data, nearly ten thousand reports from banks have been examined and com- 
piled. 

The investigation into the number of loans and deposit accounts and aver- 
age loans and deposits is the first ever made covering the United States, either 
in reference to the national system or banks other than national. The results 
of this investigation indicate a magnitude of banking resources and a rate of 
growth in number of deposit accounts which are unparalleled in the financial 
history of the world. 

The Comptroller states that the results for the combined banks are care- 
fully estimated upon the basis of ratios found to exist in the reporting banks, 
and that they may be regarded as substantially correct. He is careful to call 
attention to the fact that the number of deposit accounts and loans given in 
his figures must not be confused with the number of depositors and borrowers, 
since the same individual may have loans and deposits in several banks, each of 
which would make a separate report to the Comptroller. While, therefore, the 
actual number of borrowers and depositors is much less than the number of 
loans and deposit accounts, the growth in the latter is evidence of the general 
growth in the number of individual depositors and borrowers. 

The general deductions from the investigation, covering the last ten years, are 
given by the Comptroller as follows: 

First.—That the number of individual depositors in the banks of the United 
States is constantly increasing, as indicated by the regular increase in the num- 
ber of deposit accounts of the different systems, estimated as follows:

Information relative to the resources and liabilities of incorporated and pri- 
vate banks in 1899 has been received from 9,732 such institutions. By reference 
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to the annual report of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue for the year 1899, 
it is found that 12,804 banks and bankers paid tax on capital and surplus under 
the war revenue act of June 13, 1898. This indicates that there are practically 
3,000 incorporated and private banks in the country, relative to whose condi- 
tion no definite knowledge was obtainable, the cause being, in many instances, 
a lack of state laws requiring statements of condition. From an estimate based 
upon the returns to the Internal Revenue Bureau, the capital of all banks of 
all kinds, is approximately $1,150,000,000, and on the assumption that the capi- 
* tal, loans and deposits of the 3,000 non-reporting banks will average about the 
same as of the state and private banks from which reports have been received, 
the aggregate capital of the non-reporting banks is $180,000,000; loans, $583,- 
572,000, and deposits, $745,296,000. Adding these amounts to loans and dis- 
counts, respectively, of reporting banks, makes the estimated aggregate loans of 
all banks for 1899 $5,751,467,610, and deposits, $7,513,954,361. 

Assuming that the average loans and deposits of non-reporting banks are 
the same as in state and private banks from which returns have been received, 
their total estimated number of loans is 1,115,588, and deposit accounts 1,721,238, 
which, added to the results given in the tables for reporting banks, makes the 
estimated total loans in all banks of the country for 1899, 5,067,252, and the 
estimated number of deposit accounts 13,153,874. 


ANOTHER MILLION DOLLAR BANK. 


The State Bank of Chicago has decided to double its capital. January 2d 
there will be offered to present stockholders $500,000 of new stock pro rata at 
par, which will make the total capitalization of the bank $1,000,000. The 
$500,000 of new stock was authorized about two years ago, but it was only 
recently that the management of the bank deemed the time opportune to 
issue it. 


HIGH DIVIDEND RATE MAINTAINED. 


The First National Bank of Scranton has long been the envy of investors. 
The regular quarterly dividend of 10 per cent has just been declared. The 
directors have also declared an extra dividend of 10 per cent. This makes to 
the shareholders dividends for the current year amounting to 50 per cent on the 
par value of their stock. This record is beaten by only two national banks, the 
Chemical and the First of New York City. 


NOT SUBJECT TO COMPROMISE. 


A judgment recovered by the receiver of an insolvent national bank against 
a stockholder on an assessment made by the Comptroller, although uncollectible, 
is not a “bad or doubtful debt,” which a court may authorize the receiver to 


compound.

REPORT OF UNITED STATES TREASURER 
R@BERTS. 


Hon. Ellis H. Roberts, the Treasurer of the United States, in his annual 
report to Secretary Gage, sums up the operations of the last fiscal year by 
saying, that “a notable activity was exhibited in all kinds of currency, with a 
marked increase in the use of gold coin, and in a less degree of silver coin, while 
the prosperity of the country has at no time left any part of the Government 
notes in the Treasury, above the demands of daily business in its several 
offices.” 

The United States notes in circulation June 30, 1898, amounted to $286,- 
572,329; the Treasury notes to $98,665,580, and the silver certificates to $390,- 
659,080. These amounts became, June 30, 1899, of United States notes, $310,- 
547,349; of Treasury notes, $92,605,792, and of silver certificates, $401,869,343. 
The national bank notes in circulation at the beginning of the fiscal year were 
$223,129,703, and at its close were $237,832,594. The paper in circulation was 
thus increased during the year by $43,828,386. By reason of these changes in 
Government paper, the holdings of the Treasury in its ten offices fell in United 
States notes from $34,063,687, June 30, 1898, to $15,278,667, June 30, 1899; 
in Treasury notes from $2,541,700 to $912,488 at the same dates, and silver cer- 
tificates from $7,897,424 to $4,216,161. 

The redemption of Treasury notes of 1890 went forward during the year. 
The amount outstanding was at the highest for the close of any month, $153,- 
463,629, November, 1893. The retirement since that date has been steady, 
bringing the sum outstanding to $101,207,280 at the close of June, 1898, and 
to $93,518,280, June, 1899. For these notes retired silver dollars were paid 
into the Treasury, which were either put into circulation or treated as a basis 
for the issue of silver certificates. This reduction in the total of paper held 
by the Treasury from $44,502,731 to $20,407,316 was caused by the payment of 
Government obligations to creditors in that form, and by the receipt of revenue 
in increasing measure in gold coin. The Treasury was thus brought to the 
minimum of such currency required for its daily business. 

The gold coin, all in denominations of $20 or below, steadily increased from 
$478,771,490, September 30, 1896, to $646,561,185 on the same date of 1899. 
In the small notes there was a shrinkage from 1896 to 1897 of $11,522,157, but 
from 1897 to 1898 the increase was $41,657,037, while from 1898 to 1899 the 
amount ran up by $58,665,416. During that year, if we count coin and paper. 
the increase of these small denominations is found to be $82,576,789. To the 
total circulation in paper within the same year an addition was made of $101,- 
839,641, and of this $43,174,225 was in the larger denominations. It is fair 
in reckoning the total circulation to include the addition in gold, for the year, 
which was $23,911,373, and raises the total increase to $125,751,014. 

In the fiscal year 1898 the ten Treasury offices paid out in standard silver 
dollars $40,832,149, and in the fiscal year 1899, $42,532,296, an increase of 
$1,700,147. At the same time in 1898 the receipts in standard dollars were 
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$54,007,934, and in 1899, $37,581,040, a decrease of $16,426,894. These 
changes indicate that these coins remain in circulation in growing degree. The 
maximum of silver dollars in circulation at the close of any month was reached 
in December, 1890, as the result of urgent efforts to promote their use, when the 
record was $67,547,023. The minimum since that date appears in July, 1894, 
at $50,959,540. July 1, 1898, of these standard silver dollars the sum in circu- 
lation was $57,259,791, which became $63,381,751 on July 1, 1899, and on Sep- 
tember 30, 1899, $68,755,243. 

The Treasurer lays special stress upon the use of gold coin. From the close 
of 1887 payments of customs at New York were less than 1 per cent in gold 
coin, until July, 1893, and then for seven months the percentage of gold coin 
ranged from 58.1 per cent to 17 per cent. After January, 1894, payments in 
gold for this purpose were nominal, but in December, 1897, were 9.7 per cent, 
and in March, 1898, were 17.6 per cent, from which date the flow of gold rose 
rapidly to 78 per cent in September, to 80.2 in December, 85.9 in April, 1899, 
to 88.3 in August, and in September, 91.5. The percentage of gold for the 
whole fiscal year 1898 was 20.4; for 1899, 78.5, and for the first quarter of 1900, 
it was 84.2. 

The payments for customs are not exceptional in their exhibition of the 
growth in the use of gold coin. In all Government transactions such growth 
has been rapid and pronounced. In the fiscal year, 1898, gold coin was taken 
for 10.03 per cent of the receipts, amounting to $2,076,736,587, and given for 
11.83 per cent of the disbursements, amounting to $2,195,973,013, while in 1899 
the receipts of $2,393,199,747 showed 37.6 per cent and the disbursements of 
$2,371,283,629, 35.37 per cent in gold coin. 

For the quarter from July 1 to September 30, 1899, of the Government 
receipts 38.5 per cent was in gold, and of the disbursements, 35.2 per cent. The 
general stock of gold coin, which was $765,735,164 on June 30, 1898, rose to 
$855,583,055 by June 30, 1899. 

While so large a share of the Government disbursements was made in gold, 
the holdings of the Treasury in gold coin and bullion have surpassed all previous 
experience, both in gross amount and net balance. The former gross maximum 
is found September, 1888, at $332,551,306, and the net maximum, before 1898, 
was $218,818,253 in March, 1888. On June 30, 1898, the gross gold in the 
Treasury was $202,825,049, and the net gold was $167,004,410. These figures 
rose June 30, 1899, to $273,393,480 gross and $240,737,211 net. They advanced 
still farther up to $353,002,380 gross, and $254,328,821 net, September 30, 
1899. On October 31 the gross gold was $379,770,378, while the net holdings 
were $252,252,934. 

These statistics make plain the strong tendency to an increase in the use 
of small denominations and of standard dollars, fractional silver and minor 
coin. Gold coin did not take the place of other currency, but was added to 
the kinds of money in circulation. This addition was not forced by the Treas- 
.ury, but was made in response to business demands and necessities. It was an 
inflation of considerable proportions, degrading no part of the currency, which 
is all kept at par with gold, and no reaction is threatened while that solid basis 
shall be maintained. 
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Calculations present the gold coin in circulation to be 33.18 per cent of all 
the currency, October 1, 1899. The gold coin in the Treasury on the same 
date was 60.44 per cent of the amount of the United States notes and Treasury 
notes then outstanding. 

These resources make it easy to establish a permanent and adequate gold 
reserve by law. The minimum of $100,000,000 of gold reserve has under the 
pressure of necessity been trenched upon on several occasions. The statutes 
had provided no definite assurance for it, and the department yielded to apparent 
exigency and drew upon it. The treatment has been different of funds recog- 
nized as set apart for a specific object. The United States notes held against 
the certificates of June 8, 1872, for which they were issued, the gold coin pledged 
for gold certificates, and the standard dollars for silver certificates, have always 
been kept sacred in the vaults of the Government as such security. 

In the same way statutes may provide for a definite reserve in gold to insure 
the gold standard for our circulation. No addition to the roll of officers will 
be necessary, no expense of separate vaults in Washington or the sub-treasuries, 
no array of books for the particular fund at all these offices. The law itself 
can protect the fund as effectually as locks and bars. 

If the present restrictions on the volume of paper currency are retained, a 
fund of $150,000,000 in gold, devoted by law to the purpose, would prove a 
perpetual guarantee of safety. Both classes of legal tenders, United States notes 
and Treasury notes, would stand for gold even in the apprehensions of the most 
timid. The entire circulating medium would be lifted to the same plane and 
kept there. ; 

The legal tenders once redeeemed in gold should not again be paid out 
except for gold, as President McKinley has wisely recommended. The reserve 
would thus be self-sustaining. With the present wealth of the yellow metal in 
the Treasury and in circulation the establishment of the fund could hardly 
lead to contraction of the currency to any inconvenient degree. 

The wise judgment of the best financiers condemns every suggestion to add 
to the demand obligations of the Government, except in the case of gold cer- 
tificates issued dollar for dollar against coin actually in the Treasury. Yet 
urgent appeals for notes and silver certificates have been frequently addressed 
to the Treasury regardless of the legal inhibition of additional issue. Not as a 
matter of disposition or convenience, but of statutory obligation, the Treasury 
could give no favorable answer. It constantly went to the limit of its powers. 

There was then, however, and is now, a source from which $5 and $10 notes 
could be provided in abundance, if those to whom the law gives authority to 
put them out chose to do so. The existing national banks of the United States 
have the right under their charters to add $345,020,413 to their circulation. 
They are deterred by the high price of. United States bonds, taken at only 90 
per cent of their face, the tax on cireulation, and the consequently small profits 
or absolute loss consequent to the issue of notes. Thus the need for small 
currency is not met. Figures condensed from statistics furnished by the Comp- 
troller of the Currency for June 30, 1899, make plain the capacity under the 
law to add to the volume of circulating notes of banks. In the geographical 
groups adopted by him the increase possible may be seen:

If a few states and two great cities are taken for illustration, the national 
banks were entitled to add to their outstanding notes these vast sums: New 
York state, $12,520,600; Illinois, $9,192,680; Ohio, $23,690,020; Pennsylvania, 
$37,682,130; New York City, $29,181,680; Chicago, $15,925,700. The aggre- 
gate capital stock of these banks was $209,357,415, and circulation was 
$81,164,603. 

In Chicago, as a great center of trade and finance, the requirement for cur- 
rency is on the broadest scale; yet the national banks of that city have a right 
under their charters to put out $15,925,700 additional circulation. For itself 
and its correspondents, New York has very often sought for more paper, while 
its national banks have the legal power to add $29,181,680 to their circu- 
lation at once. The assertion is loud and persistent that the Western States 
are suffering by reason of the lack of currency. At the same time in these 
states, including the Dakotas, Nebraska, Kansas, Montana, Wyoming, Colorado, 
and the Territories of New Mexico, Oklahoma and the Indian Territory, the 
national banks could under the law issue additional notes to the amount of 
$18,285,245. 

No criticism of the officers of these institutions is intended, but it is vital 
to the cause of sound money that clamor for more Government paper should 
find no excuse in existing conditions. The friction has been due to casting the 
burden on the Treasury, which does not belong there. The natural avenue of 
relief is through the national banks. In the absence of individual motive, or 
the coercion of law, it may be well doubted whether they can be expected to 
furnish such relief. 

But it is fair to point out that the Treasury, in this as in previous seasons, 
has striven to the utmost to meet the demands for currency for moving the 
crops and for general. business. It has exhausted all its resources, and these 
ought not to be increased by more government issues. The vast inflow of 
gold into circulation has been an unmixed blessing and helped every industrial 
and financial interest. This is a legitimate and a permanent contribution to 
our money. It is likely to continue and to grow. 

Beyond such increase in gold coin, the national banks must solve the problem 
of adding to the volume of currency. Thus far the concentration of opinion 
in favor of any radical change in our banking system has not been of such 
force as to compel legislation. The question presses with a growing force, and 
invites to serious consideration. 

A discussion of a change in the provisions of law for bank notes does not 
belong here, and may confidently be left to those charged with it. As public 
opinion shall become crystallized, and financiers reach an agreement, the statutes 
will express the decision of the people. 
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On April 14, 1893, instructions were issued by the Treasurer of the United 
States to the Assistant Treasurers, under authority of Secretary Carlisle, to this 
effect: . 

“You will discontinue for the present, or until further advice, the issue of 
gold certificates in payments or in exchange for gold coin.” 

The suspension of the issue of gold certificates is due to the gold balance 
having practically reached the limit of reserve of gold coin held for the redemp- 
tion of United States notes, and it is deemed best not to issue the certificates in 
exchange for gold coin for the reason that in most instances the certificates are 
wanted as a convenience, and when they can not be procured United States notes 
or other paper issues will be taken instead. 

The consequence was that in that year the output was only $13,070,000, 
while the redemptions were $76,822,740. No formal change of this order was 
promulgated, but in 1894 the output was $100,000, and the redemptions $26,- 
558,290. In 1895 these were respectively $120,000 and $18,037,940. In 1896 
such certificates were issued for $4,855,000, and were redeemed for $10,506,720. 
The issue in 1897 was only $10,000, and none at all were put out in 1898. On 
August 7, 1899, the outstanding gold certificates were $32,587,349. On that 
day, by divine of the Secretary of the Treasury, the issue was resumed, and 
the certificates outstanding rose to $68,68: soo at the close of the month, to 
$98,673,559 September 30th, and to $12 519 October 31st. During the 
interval these certificates were issued to ie amount of $156,052,640, of which 
$83,063,220 were paid for gold coin, and $72,989,420 in the disbursements of the 
Treasury. In the meantime in the receipts of the Treaspry appeared $62,022,250 
in gold certificates. 

The expansion of the circulation since the resumption of specie payments has 
been so great, and recently so rapid, that it has outstripped the growth of the 
population. Reactions have occurred only in periods of depression in business, 
or of doubt in the future monetary policy of the republic. Not only has the 
aggregate of the money in the pockets, safes and banks of the people been 
increasing, but the average share of each person has been enlarged. 

On July 1, 1860, the ante-bellum currency of gold, subsidiary silver, and 
state bank notes in circulation, averaged $13.85 for each head of population. 
This was slightly increased by next year, before the War of the Rebellion 
had fully developed. In 1862, when the Government issue of paper was in 
its beginning, the per capita circulation declined to $10.23. The utmost reached 
by the paper inflation which then followed was $20.57, in 1865, with gold at 
140 and 142. From this point there was a gradual and almost uninterrupted 
decline, until in 1878, just before the resumption of specie payments, the

amount per capita was only $15.32. By next year, when the success of the plan 

of resumption was assured, this amount had already been increased to $16.75, 
and at the end of the ensuing four years reached $22.91. After unimportant 
fluctuations, there was a depression to $21.82 in 1886, from which there was a 
recovery until 1892, when $24.44 was attained. With the ensuing financial 
troubles came a period of contraction, which carried the figures down to $21.10. 


From this point there was a rapid recovery to $24.66 in 1898, and to $25.01 in 
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1899. On November ist the per capita circulation was $25.60, an average not 
only the greatest in our history, but greater than that of any European country, 
with the exception of France. 

While there has been a continued improvement in the condition of the paper 
currency with respect to counterfeits, the silver and minor coinage shows a marked 
deterioration in this regard. The counterfeit silver coins detected at the offices 
of the Treasury during the year represented $4,417.15, as compared with $2,483.40 
in 1898. There was an increase in each denomination, but it was greatest in the 
dollar pieces, of which the amount was more than doubled. Criminal activity in 
this field: is doubtless stimulated by the low price of silver, which enables the 
counterfeiter profitably to produce work but little inferier to that of the Mint. 
In copper and nickel pieces the increasing adulteration which appears to have 
begun about 1897, has continued, and the number of these coins rejected as bad 
at the Treasury offices during the year reached 89,928, as compared with 10,250 
in 1896. 

Although the amount represented was only $1,012.36, as all but 2,827 of the 
pieces were cents, there is still some significance in the fact that 10 per cent 
in nominal value of all the bad money in circulation is in the lowest denomination 
of coin. An equal number of new cents would weigh nearly 600 pounds 
avoirdupois.

Now and then a counterfeit gold piece, or a genuine piece that has been 
tampered with, is seen, but the number is nots large. Six spurious compound 
interest notes, for $310 in all, were detected at this office. 
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MONEY STRINGENCY IN RUSSIA. 


The United States is not the onlyscountry which has been disturbed on ac- 
count of the money market. There is extreme stringency in the market through- 
out Russia, and it is reported that holders of securities cannot borrow upon them 
more than two-thirds of their value, and are charged for such loans 8 per cent, 
while ordinary commercial paper cannot be discounted by the banks at all. As 
late as November 6th it was reported that stocks of all classes were greatly de- 
preciated upon the market, and while there cannot be said to have been anything 
approaching a panic, there certainly does exist a crisis in the money market. 
This condition of affairs has brought forth a semi-official statement, generally 
accredited to the Russian Minister of Finance, which, for the interest it engen- 
ders, is here presented: 


The press and public, at the present moment, devote themselves to great 
discussion as to the existing stringency of the money market, its causes and 
effects. In the opinion of the Ministry of Finance it is eminently desirable and 
useful that such grave questions should be debated, provided that it be done 
calmly and with knowledge of the cause. Unfortunately by the side of sound 
opinions, based upon attentive study of the subject, frivolous judgments are 
expressed, supported by false data; mendacious rumors are circulated, doubtless 
generally in ignorance, but sometimes also intentionally. To furnish to the 
public and to serious organs of the press the means of forming opinions from 
exact facts the Ministry of Finance believes it to be its duty to make generally 
known the following data: 

First.—In certain circles of society there is an inclination to give credit to 
the conjectural opinion that the existing embarrassment is caused exclusively 
or in greater part by a diminution in the amount of money in circulation in 

_the country. This view is absolutely erroneous. There is to-day in public circu- 
lation in Russia more money than ever before in any epoch. 

For the decade of 1887-1896 the maximum circulation was reached in 1892. 
At that time there had been emitted 11,389 millions of credit notes, gold money 
was unknown, and the rare pieces of silver which remained in the country seldom 
made their appearance. The following table shows the amounts of money in 
the country at various dates:

The above figures, which are official, establish better than could any amount 
of reasoning that it cannot be seriously a question of any attenuation of the 
circulating medium, since the total effective issue of monetary tokens and of 
specie exceeds by about 215 millions of roubles the maximum figure of the cir- 
culation in 1892. 

But does all that money remain in the country? Has not the gold gone 
abroad? These questions which many person anxiously ask themselves, people, 
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however, little competent, can only be answered by absolute negation, Every- 
body knows that international payments are made, not in gold, but in, coms" 
mercial or bank paper—letters of exchange. Transfers are thus éaster 
cheaper, and the cost of melting and coining is avoided. It is only when—paper 
abroad being scarce—the price of drafts rises (or, in other words, when the 
exchange is against the country) up to a certain level called the gold point 
that gold money becomes preferable to drafts for settlements abroad, and that 
in consequence the yellow metal is actually exported. But since the resump- 
tion of specie payments we have never had exchange against us up to the gold 
point; on the contrary, it has often happened that exchange has been sufficiently 
in our favor to make it profitable to import gold into Russia. It would then 
be equally disadvantageous for making commercial payments and for settlement 
of operations to export our gold money, and, in fact, it has not been exported. 
One should consider that transfers of gold abroad could only take place under 
the form of cases sent by the “gold merchant”—that is to say, by the institutions 
of credit and commercial houses—and that such transfers could not pass unper- 
ceived. Perhaps in the minor daily transactions of the population near the 
frontier it happens that Russian gold pieces pass out of the country, just as 
we see with us, in the same circumstances, pieces from Germany, Austria, etc. 
It is possible, also, that our tourists going abroad carry out Russian gold pieces, 
but it can only be a question of minute quantities, for the larger sums—not 
to speak of the weight (1,000 roubles in gold coin weigh more than two 
pounds)—it is more advantageous, more convenient and safer to take letters of 
credit, drafts or checks. From what has just been said, it results that there 
could only have been exported an infinitesimal number of the masses of gold 
of capital for investment. This phenomenon has carried with it the fall of 
pieces which have been put in circulation in Russia. This deduction is clearly 
confirmed by the fact that in none of the great centers abroad is it possible 
to find any appreciable stock of Russian gold pieces bearing the date of recent 
years. Another proof is to be found in the composition of the transfers of gold 
received from abroad by the Bank of Russia, among which are found but very 
small quantities of Russian pieces, although these pieces are precisely those 
which the foreign bankers would have the most advantage in sending us, the 
Bank of Russia accepting them at par, while it buys foreign pieces by weight. 
In the last transfer of gold sent to the Bank of Russia, a transfer representing 
a value in round figures of 38 millions of roubles, there were only 346,000 roubles 
of Russian pieces. 

Thus the figure indicated above as that of the circulation of October 16, 1899, 
should be very near the truth. Of the whole amount put in circulation there 
are barely several millions out of Russia. It is here convenient to note that in 
comparing the stock of circulating medium of to-day with that of the period 
when there existed in Russia inconvertible paper money only, it is necessary to: 
take into account the millions of rouble notes which formerly kept up the spec- 
ulation on Russian exchange in Berlin, a speculation henceforth without object. 
These millions, much more numerous than those which are at present found 
abroad, should be deducted from the total available issue of the period, if one 
desires to determine the rea] amount of the circulation of the country under the 
regime of paper money. 

To conclude with the question of the amount of money in circulation, there 
remains to speak of the Treasury bonds, which are sometimes confounded with 
ready money. Doubtless these bonds (of which the greater part were redeemed’ 
some years since) may serve as money especially in payments to be made by 
the Treasury (and, for certain series of bonds, to the Bank of Russia). But 
even at the time when they existed in considerable quantities they scarcely 
circulated; one acquired them rather as investment. Admitting, however, the 
improbable hypothesis that one-half of the Treasury bonds issued to the public 
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performed, and perform to-day, the office of money, and add that half to the 
respective totals given above, the present circulation still exeeeds in round 
numbers by 157 million roubles the greatest figure of the years preceding the 
reform in the currency. Thus the actual total would be 1,404 million roubles 
(1,353.9 notes and specie, 50.2 of Treasury bonds), against a maximum of 1,247 
millions (1,138.9 of notes, 108 of Treasury bonds) in 1892. 

That which has just been set forth plainly authorizes the Ministry of Finance 
to affirm that, not including the Treasury bonds and bullion, the quantity of 
money circulating in the country exceeds 1,350 million roubles—that is to say, 
a total hitherto unknewn, and to declare utterly inane the fears regarding an 
imaginary export of gold pieces. : ‘i 

Second.—Simultaneously with the apprehensions just spoken of one hears 
sometimes the idea formulated that gold is withdrawn in considerable quantities 
from the exchecquer of the Bank of Russia, and that consequently the redemp- 
tion in gold of the notes is no longer assured. 

It is self-evident that if the gold is put in circulation it does not remain in 
the bank, and that the metallic reserve is diminished. Notwithstanding, at the 
present moment, after putting in public circulation 668 million roubles in gold 
pieces, the reserve of the bank still contains 856 million roubles of the yellow 
metal, while the available circulation of notes is only 540 million roubles. In 
Russia the emission of notes is gauged in a much more rigorous manner than 
in other countries, our law requiring that the gold reserve should equal the 
half of the total notes issued when the emission does not exceed 600 million 
roubles, and that every note issued in excess of this figure of 600 millions should 
be represented in gold, rouble for rouble, in exchequer of the bank. Conse- 
quently, with a circulation of 540 million roubles it would be sufficient that 
the gold reserve should be 270 million roubles, while in fact it amounts to 
856 million roubles. The balance—that is to say, the colossal sum of 586 
million roubles (in which is not included the unengaged specie of the Treasury 
abroad)—constitutes an excess of guarantee-—a surplus resource. On the 8th of 
September, 1897, when the law was promulgated regulating the emission of 
notes, the excess of guarantee was only 433 million roubles, or 156 million 
roubles less than at present. At the commencement of the autumn of 1897 
the gold reserve represented 113 per cent of the financial circulation; at present 
the proportion is 158 per cent. 

If, on the other hand, one examines at the same time the gold reserve of 
the bank and the specie in circulation in the country, one obtains as a total 
for September, 1897 (the date of the transmission of the funds of exchange to 
the Bank of Russia), 1,209.8 million roubles, and for October, 1899, 1,524 
million roubles. It would seem that those patent facts ought to reassure rea- 
sonable people as to the contingency of a drainage of the exchequer of the bank; 
such stocks of gold could not disappear. 

The above data acquire a significance all the more marked and bear witness 
with all the greater eloquence as to the solidity of the monetary reform, inas- 
much since the first steps the reform has not ceased to encounter in its way 
conjunctures little favorable to its success. It will suffice to mention the partial 
scarcity of cereals which Russia suffered in 1897 and in 1898, the resulting 
reduction in the figure of our exportations, the uninterrupted succession of 
international complications of these last years, troubles in Crete and in Armenia, 
war between Greece and Turkey, events in China, war between the United States 
and Spain, the present war between the United Kingdom and the Transvaal, 
and finally the general stringency of money on the foreign markets. 

When one examines the situation of the gold reserve of the Bank of Russia 
one cannot help broaching a question incident thereto: The issue of notes 
which, according to certain persons, the financial administration ought to make. 
It is quite impossible to understand how that suggestion can be warranted. The 
notes in hand of the Bank of Russia on October 1st amounted to 78 million 
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roubles and on October 8th to 90 million roubles (70 millions, deducting the cash 
on hand of the Treasury), while during the quinquennial period immediately 
preceding the monetary reform, these same notes on hand on the 1st of October 
of each year are set forth as follows (the cash on hand of the Treasury being sim- 
ilarly deducted): 


In 1892... 57.4 millions of roubles 
in 18938. 34.2 millions of roubles 
In 1894. 2 millions of roubles 
In 1895.. 18.6 millions of roubles 
In 1896 ....42.1 millions of roubles 


The present figure is, then, much higher than that of any of these five 
years at the same date. It is further to be taken into account that, up to 1896, 
the bank could only effect its loans and discounts in paper money, and, for that 
reason, its notes on hand should be much greater than to-day, when the bank 
has at its disposition an immense stock of specie and makes the greater part of 
the payments in gold which were made formerly in small notes of 1, 3, 5, and 10 
roubles. It is evident that, under such conditions, there can be no question 
of necessity of proceeding to make a new issue of notes. 

Third—The complaints regarding the lack of money in the country are 
generally accompanied with criticisms upon the skill of the Bank of Russia 
and of the Ministry of Finance for not facilitating the putting in circulation 
of money (gold and notes). These criticisms are based upon a misunderstanding. 
In reality, in what way may the bank put money in circulation? Evidently in 
one only—by those operations open to it by the authorization of its statutes, 
the discount of paper (notes made to order and letters of exchange bearing 
good signatures) and advances on sure guarantees. Any other way would lead 
to, not a normal issue of money, but to a simple distribution—that is to say, a 
squandering of the public wealth. Legally and practically the scope of the 
operations of the Bank of Russia is wider than that of other banks of issue: 
notably it has the power to discount bills at more than three months (inter- 
dicted to others), to loan on merchandise, and even, upon collateral security, 
to open credits on single-name paper, etc. The resources of the bank, as has 
been shown above, are ample; the bank has always money for the discount of 
good guarantees. And it makes no difficulty in parting with this money. On 
the contrary, it has recently accorded, on instructions received from the Minister 
of Finance, certain new facilities in matters of bank credit. From the Ist of 
August to the 6th of October the total of loans and discounts went from 268.9 
million to 324 million roubles, thus augmenting by 55 million roubles. It is 
to be further noted that the credits opened by the bank have not been drawn 
down even to the amount of half their total. If, under these circumstances, the 
advances and discounts of the bank present to-day a total below the maximum 
reached during late years (406 million roubles at the end of 1895), one of the 
two following hypotheses may be admitted: Either the need of money is not 
so great as it is represented (a thing very probable if one considers the devel- 
opment of discount and advances by the private banks, whose discounts alone 
have increased more than 200 million roubles since 1896), or the individuals 
and corporations who solicit credit have not presented either good commercial 
paper or sufficient guarantees. 

Finally, when one recalls that the opening of credits and the admission of 
bills to discount are made upon the decisions of special committees composed 
of the best merchants and manufacturers, it will clearly appear how little founda- 
tion there is for the reproaches of which the financial administration is the butt. 
For, indeed, no one could seriously ask that the bank should waste the resources 
of the state and nation by distributing them to all the amateurs and on prob- 
Jematical security. 

Fourth.—To finish this exposition of matters of fact it remains to say some 
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words regarding the situation of the imperial Treasury. The account rendered 
by the Control of the Empire on the execution of the budget of 1898 states 
that the ordinary receipts of that exercise (1,594.8 million roubles) imply, by 
comparison of values (1,364.4 million roubles) an excess of value amounting to 
220.4 million roubles; the payments on the “exercise” now in course follow in 
a manner not less satisfactory than those of last year (854.4 million roubles for 
the first seven months of 1899, against 810.3 million roubles for the correspond- 
ing period of 1898, or an excess of 44.1 million roubles); the current account 
of the Imperial Secretary shows a credit balance of 359 million roubles; the 
advance project of the budget will balance in perfect equilibrium, and that there 
will be no need of concluding any loan, either to meet ordinary expenses or to 
provide for extraordinary expenses. This assemblage of data permits the affirma- 
tion that this the greatest economic organization of the country, the state, is 
not to be foreseen as a factor coming in to cause difficulties in the money 
market. 

The above exposition is a simple reproduction of official figures and precise 
facts which give clearly the right to affirm that the quantities of money in cir- 
culation are greater than ever; that gold specie is not going out of the country; 
that the redemption of notes in gold is assured absolutely; that the Bank of 
Russia, far from restricting its operations, is enlarging them, except to require 
solid and suitable guarantees, and that the situation of the Imperial Treasury is 
perfectly satisfactory. 

The object of what follows is to make known the views of the Minister of 
Finance on the present state of affairs. 

When the present state of the money market is compared with that of recent 
years, and when one attempts to define the principal difference, it is impossible 
not to notice the universal increase, from one end of the Empire to the other, 
of capital for investment. This phenomenon has carried with it the fall of 
all first-class state securities; French 3 per cents, which during the first six 
months of 1898 reached 103.80, are now at 100.40, and during the month of 
July last they even fell as low as 99.70; the 2? per cent English consolidated, 
quoted at 1123 at the beginning of 1898, were in the month cf October, 1899, 
only 103%; at the same time there was an appreciable recovery in the rates of 
discount on the open market as well as at the banks. (At the Bank of England 
the rate of discount since 1892 varied between 2 per cent and 3 per cent, some- 
times going as high as 4 per cent; this year it went up, in July, from 3 to 34 
per cent, then in October to 44 per cent, and later to 5 per cent; the Bank of 
France, which, to prevent gold going out, keeps a special reserve, the premium 
on gold, nevertheless raised its rate of discount last autumn from 2 to 3 per cent; 
the Reichsbank, which since 1892 had during a whole series of years maintained 
its rate of discount at 3 or 4 per cent, and raised it only very rarely to 5 per cent, 
raised it a vear ago to 6 per cent; then, after having lowered it during a short 
time to 4 per cent, it found it necessary, in July, to raise it to 4 per cent, in 
August to 5 per cent, and at last, in October, to 6 per cent.) 

The rise in the value of money could not help to be felt in Russia. Other- 
wise, if, in spite of everything, it had been attempted to maintain here rates of 
discount and advance lower than those of the western markets, there would 
have been an advantage abroad in using the resources of the Bank of Russia, 
and a real danger to our stock of gold would have been the result. It is to 
be remarked that necessity of raising our rate of discount will exist even when 
we are upon a basis of inconvertible paper money. Russia is in reality not sepa- 
rated from the rest of the world; she has had for a good while considerable busi- 
ness relations with foreign countries through her foreign commerce and on 
account of the position she has made on the industria] markets. The only differ- 
ence would be that, with the former monetary system in vogue, there would 
have resulted in circumstances like the present one more phenomenal, one with 
which we were formerly familiar—the sudden depreciation in paper money. 
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Happily we are for the future free from the disastrous effects which the fall 
in the value of the rouble would have on our economic condition. 

This statement has recently been maintained, that the inconvertibility of 
paper does not prevent the home market from suffering the effect of embar- 
rassments which are now being felt on international markets. This theory is 
fully confirmed by the exceptional complications which are actually manifesting 
themselves in countries where paper money exists. Thus our resources and our 
industry have to face the absolute fact that money has become dear. This is 
undoubtedly annoying, and it has not failed to have an effect upon prices on 
exchange. But there is no real reason to fear any particular danger. At the 
actual rate (3 per cent for commercial notes at three months), the rate of dis- 
count is exactly that which under the system of paper money existed here 
without interruption during many years (from 1877 to 1885, and in 1890 at 
most of the branches of the Bank of Russia). More than once this rate of dis- 
count has prevailed, the average being from 7 to 8 and 9 per cent; the 8 per cent 
rate of discount was introduced into Russia at times when the rate of discount 
of the Bank of England did not exceed 3 per cent. On the other hand, it is 
to be observed that the rise in the rate of discount this year (from 44 per cent 
minimum quotations in May to 8 per cent) has been less pronounced here than 
in Germany (from 4 to 6 per cent) and in England (from 3 to 5 per cent). 
Of course, it is to be expected that the dearness of money will have the effect 
of somewhat retarding the rapid increase of our industries, but the normal de- 
velopment of the productive power of the country does not seem to suffer greatly 
from it. 

These, according to the opinion of the Minister of Finance, are the true 
causes of the actual state of things and the results which will follow upon the 
economic life of the country. 

But after what has been said the question is not exhausted, on account of 
its far-reaching effects. Credit institutions, capitalists, notwithstanding the 
advices and recommendations of the Minister of Finance, have not shown suffi- 
cient prudence in the conduct of their affairs, forgetting the fundamental prin- 
ciple in financial affairs, that their bills payable on short terms should be in 
proportion to the obligations of the same nature. A certain quantity of bonds 
isued by commercial and industrial companies have never been listed, and in 
more than one case they have been issued at very high prices simply for specula- 
tion, and the public has allowed itself to be drawn into them, notwithstanding 
the warning of the Minister of Finance. These bonds are now a great weight 
upon the market. On the other hand, promoters have organized without any 
capital and without any chance of success except that of loaning money on 
paper of doubtful value. All these imprudent people, relatively few in number, 
are, of course, in trouble. It is they especially who are complaining of the 
scarcity of money, partly to excuse themselves and partly in the hope of inducing 
the Minister of Finance to loan them money on insufficient security. But for 
their difficulties they are to blame, although it must be admitted the mistakes 
and errors committed must partly be laid down against the vices of the old 
legislation which governs the stock exchanges and stock companies; also the 
doubtful companies only form a very small proportion of the credit institutions 
and general companies which do business on a safe basis. It is therefore hoped 
that complaints of this kind will now cease to spread alarm. In reality circum- 
stances like the present ones have always existed, and will never cease to exist 
on a large scale in all the countries of the world; but abroad nobody is troubled 
by embarrassments of isolated enterprises or individuals. Is not every one to 
be blamed for his own faults, for his bad management, and his own failure? 
With us, on the contrary, at the least embarrassment all the parties interested 
look with distressed eyes toward the Treasury and claim the assistance of the 
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Government. They forget only too oftew that the resources of the state and 
the public moneys do not constitute a fund to insure risky enterprises. When, 
on the contrary, the embarrassments of these enterprises are injurious to the 
regular progress of affairs with safe organizations, the latter can reckon upon 
the aid of the Bank of Russia, which comes to their rescue within limits of 
prudence. 

From the above can be deduced the following conclusions: 

First.—The scarcity of money, both in Russia and all other countries, is an 
incontestable fact, which must be faced by producers and traders. It is, no 
doubt, a grievous state of affairs, but its importance must not be exaggerated. 

Second.—One should avoid generalizing upon isolated facts in considering 
the difficult situation of some few enterprises badly conceived or badly man- 
aged, or organized in order to exploit the credulous public, as representative of 
the greater part of Russian enterprises, which are founded upon solid bases and 
carried on in a normal manner. 

Third —It is absolutely necessary that the legislation for our exchanges 
and stock companies should be revised. The data for this work is already col- 
leeted and the matter will follow in the regular course. 

Fourth.—In the present circumstances it is absolutely useless to speak 
seriously of the existence of any real danger in regard to the redemption of the 
paper money, or of the solidity of the Bank of Russia, or the situation of the 
Imperial Treasury, or the economic condition of the country. 

In conclusion, the Minister of Finance expressed the opinion that the best 
means of putting an end to the false alarms is to spread correct ideas on the 
actual state of things and not accept, without verifying them, the frivolous 
rumors. This is an important social duty which the reasonable press is better 
able to perform than any one else. 


BANK OF ENGLAND AND BANK RESERVES. 


In the inaugural address delivered before the Institute of Bankers, Lord 
Hillingdon called special attention to the change in the position in which the 
Bank of England now stands in relation to the other banks of the kingdom 
as compared with that which it occupied twenty years ago. He pointed out 
that while in 1879 the Bank of England held about 438,100,000 of deposits, 
out of an estimated total of £465,000,000 held by all the banks of the kingdom. 
at the end of 1899 the bank held no more than £43,400,000 out of an estimated 
total of £775,000,000. The deposits of the Bank of England, therefore, now 
constitute a very much smaller proportion of the total than they did twenty 
years ago. And not only so. “Another noticeable fact,” said Lord Hillingdon. 
“is that twenty years ago the Bank of England, regarding it from the point of 
view of deposits, only, had a pre-eminent position. No single bank then held 
an amount nearly equal to that held by the Bank of England: in fact, the 
largest amount held was £25,930,000 by the National Provincial Bank of Eng- 
land. A very different state of things now prevails, when two banks, the Na- 
tional Provincial and the London and County, actually’ show higher figures 
than the Bank of England, and two or three more are beginning to tread very 
closely on its heels.” 
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TEXT OF CURRENCY REFORM BILL. 


The financial bill prepared by the Re- 
publican caucus committee, which met at 
Atlantic City last spring, has just been 
made public by the committee. Its title 
is: “A Bill to Define and Fix the Stand- 
ard of Value, to Maintain the Parity of 
All Forms of Money Issued or Coined by 
the United States, and for Other Pur- 
poses.” 

The full text follows: 

Section 1. That the standard unit of 
value shall, as now, be the dollar, and 
shall consist of twenty-five and eight- 
tenths grains of gold, nine-tenths fine, or 
twenty-three and twenty-two-hundredths 
grains of pure gold, being the one-tenth 
part of the eagle. 

Sec. 2. That all interest-bearing obli- 
gations of the United States for the pay- 
ment of money, now existing or here- 
after to be entered into, and all United 
States notes and Treasury notes issued 
under the law of July 14, 1890, shall be 
deemed and held to be payable in the gold 
coin of the United States as defined in 
Section 1 of this act; and all other obli- 
gations, public and private, for the pay- 
ment of money shall be performed in con- 
formity with the standard established in 
said section. Nothing herein contained 
shall be construed or held to affect the 
present legal tender quality of the silver 
dollar, or of the subsidiary or minor coins, 
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or of the paper currency of the United 
States, or the laws making national bank 
notes receivable and payable for certain 
public debts and dues and obligations be- 
tween national banks. 

Sec. 3. That there be established in 
the Treasury department, as a part of the 
office of the Treasurer of the United 
States, a division to be designated and 
known as the division of issue and re- 
demption, to which shall be assigned, un- 
der such regulations as the Secretary of 
the Treasury may approve, all records 
and accounts relating to the issue, re- 
demption, and exchange, as hereinafter 
provided, of the several kinds of United 
States money. 

There shall be transferred from the 
general fund in the Treasury of the 
United States and taken up on the books 
of said division as a redemption fund the 
amount of gold coin and bullion held 
against outstanding gold certificates, the 
amount of United States notes held 
against outstanding currency certificates, 
the amount of silver dollars held against 
outstanding silver certificates, the amount 
in silver dollars and silver bullion held 
against outstanding Treasury notes issued 
under the act of July 14, 1890, and an 
amount of gold coin and bullion to con- 
stitute a reserve fund equal to 25 per 
cent of the amount both of United States 
notes and Treasury notes issued under 
the act of July 14, 1890, outstanding. 

The gold and silver coins and bullion 
transferred from. the general fund in the 
Treasury as herein provided shall be in- 
creased or diminished as the case may 
be in accordance with the provisions of 
this act and in no other way. 

Sec. 4. That it shall be the duty of 
the Secretary of the Treasury to main- 
tain the gold reserve funds taken up on 
the books of the division of issue and re- 
demption as herein provided, and for this 
purpose he may from time to time trans- 
fer to such fund any moneys in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, or 
may exchange any of the funds in the 
division of issue and redemption for other 
funds which may be in the general fund 
of the Treasury, and in addition thereto 
he is hereby authorized to issue and sell, 
whenever in his judgment it is necessary 
to the maintenance of said reserve fund, 
bonds of the United States bearing inter- 
est at a rate not exceeding 3 per centum 
per annum, payable in gold coin at the 
end of twenty years, but redeemable in 
gold coin at the option of the United 
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States after one year. But no transfer 
shall at any time be made from the gen- 
eral fund of the Treasury to the division 
of issue and redemption which will re- 
duce the general fund below $50,000,000. 

That all United States notes and Treas- 
ury notes issued under the act of July 
14, 1890, presented for redemption, shall 
be redeemed in gold coin at the will of 
the holder, and all silver certificates pre- 
sented for redemption shall be redeemed 
in accordance with existing law. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is au- 
thorized and required to use said reserve 
fund in maintaining at all times the par- 
ity and equal value of every dollar issued 
or coined by the Government and if at 
any time the Secretary of the Treasury 
deems it wecessary in order to maintain 
the parity and equal value of all the mon- 
ey of the United States he may at his 
discretion exchange gold coin for any 
other money issued or coined by the Unit- 
ed States. The notes and certificates so 
redeemed or exchanged shall be held in 
and constitute.a part of said fund, and 
shall not be withdrawn therefrom nor 
disbursed except in exchange for an 
equivalent amount of the coin in which 
said notes or certificates were redeemei 
or exchanged, except as hereinbefore in 
this section provided. 

Nothing in this act shall be construed 
as repealing that provision of the act, ap- 
proved July 14, 1890, which provides that 
“no greater or less amount of such notes 
shall be outstanding at any time than the 
cost of the silver bullion and the stand- 
ard silver dollars coined therefrom, then 
held in the Treasury, purchased by such 
notes.” 

Sec. 5. That the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is hereby authorized to use, at his dis- 
cretion, any silver bullion in the Treas- 
ury of the United States purchased un- 
der the act of July 14, 1890, for coinage 
into such denominations of subsidiary sil- 
ver coin as may be necessary to meet the 
public requirements for such coin, and 
any gain or seigniorage arising from this 
coinage shall be acounted for and paid 
into the Treasury. 

Whenever any silver bullion purchased 
under the act of July 14, 1890, shall be 
used in the coinage of subsidiary silver 
coin, an amount of Treasury notes issued 
under said act equal to the cost of the 
bullion contained in such coin shall be 
canceled and not reissued. 

Sec. 6. That the Secretary of the 
Treasury is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to cause all worn and uncurrent 
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subsidiary silver coin of the United States 
now in the Treasury and hereafter re- 
ceived to be recoined, and to reimburse 
the Treasurer of the United States for 
the difference between the nominal or face 
value of such coin and the amount the 
same will produce in new coin from any 
moneys in the Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated. So much of the joint reso- 
lution approved July 22, 1876, relating to 
the issue of silver coin, as limits the ag- 
gregate amount of subsidiary silver coin 
and of fractional currency outstanding at 
any time to $50,000,000, be and the same is 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 7. That the United States notes 
or Treasury notes issued under the act of 
July 14, 1899, hereafter issued or reissued, 
shall be of such denominations, not less 
than $1, as the Secretary of the Treasury 
may prescribe. 

Silver certificates shall hereafter be 
issued or paid out only in denominations 
of $1, $2, and $5, against silver dollars de- 
posited in the division of issue and re- 
demption, or in exchange for silver certifi- 
cates of denominations exceeding $5. 

Sec. 8. That Section 5159 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States be 
and the same is amended so as to read as 
follows: 

“Section 5159. Every association, after 
having complied with the provisions of 
this title, preliminary to the commence- 
ment of the banking business, and before 
it shall be authorized to commence bank- 
ing business under this title, shall trans- 
fer and deliver to the Treasurer of the 
United States, as security for its circu- 
lating notes, any United States registered 
bonds, bearing interest, to an amount 
where the capital is $150,000 or less, not 
less than one-fourth of the capital, and 
$50,000 where the capital is in excess of 
$150,000. 

“Such bonds shall be received by the 
Treasurer upon deposit, and shall be by 
him safely kept in his office until they 
shall be otherwise disposed of, in pur- 
suance of the provisions of this title; and 
such of those banks having on deposit 
bonds in excess of that amount are au- 
thorized to reduce their circulation by the 
deposit of lawful money as provided by 
law. 

“Provided, That the amount of such cir- 
culating notes issued to any national 
banking association having on deposit 
United States bonds to secure circulation 
at the passage of this act, or which may 
hereafter deposit such bonds to secure 
circulation, shall not exceed in any case 
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the par value of the bonds deposited as 
herein provided.” 

Sec. 9. That every national banking as- 
sociation shall pay to the Treasurer of 
the United States, in addition to the taxes 
imposed by an act approved July 13, 1898, 
entitled ‘“‘An act to provide ways and 
means to meet war expenditures and for 
other purposes,’ each half year in the 
months of January and July, on or before 
the 30th day thereof, a tax of one-tenth 
of 1 percentum upon the value of its fran- 
chise, aS measured by the aggregate 
amount of its capital, surplus, and undi- 
vided profits, upon the last day of the 
calendar month next preceding. 

Sections 5214, 5215, 5216 and 5217 of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States 
are hereby repealed. 

But nothing in this section contained 
shall be so construed as in any manner to 
release any national banking association 
from any liability for taxes or penalties 
incurred prior to the passage of this act. 
In order to enable the Treasurer to as- 
sess the taxes imposed by the provisions 
of this section, each association shall, 
within ten days from the first days of 
January and July of each year, make a 
return, under the oath of its president or 
cashier, to the Treasurer of the United 
States, in such form as the Treasurer may 
prescribe, of the amount of its capital, 
surplus, and undivided profits upon the 
last day of the calendar month preced- 
ing. 

Every association which fails to make 
such return shall be liable to a penalty of 
$200, to be collected either out of the in- 
terest as it may become due such asso- 
ciation on the bonds deposited with the 
Treasurer, or, at his option, in the man- 
ner in which penalties are to be col- 
lected of other corporations under the 
laws of the United States. 

Whenever any association fails to make 
the return herein required, the taxes to 
be paid by such association shall be as- 
sessed upon such an amount as the Treas- 
urer may determine to be the true amount 
of capital, surplus, and undivided profits 
of such association. 

Whenever an association fails to pay 
the taxes imposed by this section, the 
sums due may be collected in the manner 
provided for the collection of United 
States taxes from other corporations; or 
the Treasurer may reserve the amount out 
of the interest, as it may become due, 
on the bonds deposited with him by such 
defaulting association. 

Sec. 10. That Section 5138 of the Re- 
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vised Statutes is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows: 

“Section 5138. No association shall be 
organized with a less capital than $100,- 
000, except that banks with a capital of 
not less than $50,000 may, with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
be organized in any place the population 
of which does not exceed 6,000 inhabi- 
tants, and except that banks with a capi- 
tal of not less than $25,000 may, with 
the sanction of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, be organized in any place the 
population of which does not exceed 2,- 
000 inhabitants. No association shall be 
organized in a city the population of 
which exceeds 50,000 persons with a capi- 
tal of less than $200,000.” 


ENORMOUS IRON EXPORTS. 

American manufacturers are selling to 
the outside world over a hundred million 
dollars’ worth of iron and steel in the 
caiendar year 1899, or twenty million dol- 
lars in excess of any earlier year in their 
history. The October statement of ex- 
ports of manufactures of iron and steel, 
just completed by the Treasury Bureau of 
Statistics, shows for the month of Octo- 
ber an increase of over two million dol- 
lars as compared with October of last 
year, and for the ten months an increase 
of almost twenty million dollars as com- 
pared with the corresponding months of 
last year. The October figures of ex- 
ports of iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof are $9,593,453, against $7,299,- 


185; in October of last year, and 
for the ten months’ ending with 
October, $86,162,258, against $67,290,- 


560 in the corresponding months of last 
year. Both in price and quantity the fig- 
ures of the export trade show an increase, 
and in practically every article and class 
of articles. Bar iron, for instance, shows 
an increase of nearly 100 per cent in 
quantity exported in 1899 as compared 
with 1898; bars or rods of steel, an in- 
crease of 30 per cent; wire rods of steel 
show an increase of 25 per cent; steel 
sheets and plates, an increase of over 100 
per cent, and wire nails an increase in 
round terms of 200 per cent in quantity. 
It is thus apparent that the frequently 
expressed belief that the increase in 
prices of iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof in the United States would cause 
an immediate and plainly perceptible de- 
crease in our exportations was not justi- 
fied. The corresponding rise in prices in 
other parts of the world and the con- 
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tinued increas¢ in demand for products 
and manufactures of this character fully 
offset the increased prices and increased 
demand at home; and this combination of 
an unusual demand from the home and 
foreign markets upon our manufacturers 
readily accounts for the frequent reports 
of shortage in supplies of material and 
inability of American manufacturers to 
promptly fill all orders received. 


““BALDOON” AND “DAVID HARUM.” 


The following from a letter from Rand, 
MeNally & Co. to the editor of Boston 
Ideas is self-explanatory: 

As the publishers of Le Roy Hooker’s 
new book, “Baldoon,” we think it desira- 
ble to correct an impression shared by 
a number of reviewers that the work 
must have been in imitation of Mr. West- 
cott’s “David Harum.” 

Singularly enough, the first accusation 
came from a newspaper published in Mr. 
Hooker’s home city, the Chicago Times- 
Herald, under the conspicuous headline, 
“David Harum Imitated.” This was fol- 
lowed by a Detroit paper, which began 
its review with the remark, “It was in- 
evitable that we should have a_ story 
reminiscent of ‘David Harum.’ ” 

These and other direct accusations and 
insinuations to the same effect are cruelly 
unjust to Mr. Hooker, and tend to hinder 
the success of a work upon which he be- 
stowed long and conscientious labor, and 
which he had completed nearly two years 
before “David Harum” was published. 

The Chicago Times-Herald, after con- 
sidering certain statements in writing, 
published the following honorable correc- 
tion: 

“Messrs. Rand, McNally & Co., the pub- 
lishers of Le Roy Hooker’s ‘Baldoon,’ 
have given him a statement in writing to 
the effect that the manuscript was in 
their possession more than a year before 
‘David Harum’ was published. We very 
gladly make this fact known, as it con- 
clusively proves that Mr. Hooker’s idea 
was entirely original with himself, and 
was not suggested by the phenomenal 
success of Mr. Westcott.” 

In addition to the above we have the 
statement of the Chicago managers of the 
Presbyterian Board of Publications and 
Sunday School Work, Mr. H. S. Eliot, to 
the effect that in the capacity of a liter- 
ary friend he read “Baldoon” in manu- 
script in 1897. 

In conclusion we will say that, in our 
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opinion, ““Baldoon” is a more interesting 
work than “David Harum” for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

First. It is not a one-man story. 

Second. Its range of subject is greater 
and more varied. 

Third. It gives a more vivid picture of 
life in the small but interesting commun- 
ity selected. 

Fourth. While it contains a fair share 
of excellent dialect it is not a strictly 
dialect novel. 

Fifth. Unlike “David Harum,” “Bal- 
doon,”’ while presenting the surface phe- 
nomena of human qature in act and 
speech, searches into and portrays the 
play of manifold psychological forces as 
they take effect upon human thought, 
passion, action and character growth. 

There is every reason to believe that 
“Baldoon” will achieve the success it de- 
serves entirely on its own merits. Such 
a work does not need to climb to popu- 
larity on even the broad shoulders of 
“David Harum.” Very truly yours,

DECISION FOR STOCKHOLDERS. 

Judge Philips of the federal court re- 
cently rendered an opinion in the case 
of Perry L. Deweese, receiver of the First 
National Bank of Sedalia, Mo., against 
Sarah E. Cotton and other stockholders 
of the bank, to enforce the collection of 
the last 25 per cent of their stock under 
the double liability law for national 
banks. 

The defendants, through their attor- 
neys, answered that the collection of an 
assessment of 75 per cent of their stock 
was a bar to this further assessment. 
The receiver asked judgment on the an- 
swer, contending that the Comptroller of 
the Currency could order assessments 
and enforce their collection at any time 
up to the 100 per cent limit. 

Judge Philips denied the motion and 
filed a lengthy opinion in the case. He 
holds in effect that it is the duty of the 
Comptroller of the Currency to inform 
himself of the amount of money he will 
need to meet all claims, and then he must 
levy and collect an assessment sufficient 
to meet them at one time, and that when 
he has collected an assessment this is a 
bar to further assessments. 

This is quite a victory for the stock- 
holders of this bank, and decides an im- 
portant legal point. It is stated that the 
receiver may appeal the case to the 
higher federal courts. 
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The Exchange Bank of Stockton, Kan., 
has gone into liquidation. 


The Union Bank of Rochester, N. Y., 
has gone into voluntary liquidation. 

If present plans are carried out Ben- 
ton Harbor, Mich., will have three banks. 

A new national bank with a capitai 
stock of $100,000 is promised for Torring- 
ton, Conn. 

The Farmers’ Bank of Polo filed:a 
statement of increase of capital from 
$10,000 to $20,000. 

Plans have been drawn for a new bank 
building for the Riggs National Bank of 
Washington, D. C. 

Another dividend of 2 per cent will be 
paid to the creditors of the Spring Gar- 
den Bank of Philadelphia. 

Stockholders of the Bank of Home- 
stead, Pa., will vote on the proposition 
to make the bank a national institution. 

George D. Abraham is now soie pro- 
prietor of the Odon Exchange Bank of 
Odon, Ind., having purchased Asa Haig’s 
interest. 

James McLaughlin has been elected 
president of the Merchants’ Bank of 
Nashville, Tenn., to succeed J. N. Sperry, 
resigned. 


H. M. Warner has been elected to suc- 
ceed Edwin S. Condit, deceased, as presi- 
dent of the Old National Bank of Cen- 
tralia, Il. 


Application for authority to organize 
the Medford National Bank, Medford, 
Mass., with a capital of $100,000, has been 
approved at Washington. 


The Comptroller of the Currency has 
appointed W. J. Cook receiver of the Ger- 
man National Bank of Louisville, vice 
R. H. Courtney, resigned. 

Henry L. Little, manager of the Pills- 
bury-Washburn Company, has_ been 
elected a director of the Northwestern 
National Bank of Minneapolis. 

J. E. England has resigned as cashier 
of the Citizens’ Bank of Little Rock, Ark., 
and will be succeeded by Mr. Hal C. 
Rather, the cashier of the Citizens’ Bank 
of Pine Bluff. 


At a meeting of the board of directors 


of the Canajoharie National Bank of 
Canajoharie, N. Y., Martin L. Smith was 


chosen president of thar institution to 
succeed Adelbert G. Richmond, deceased. 


The Northwestern National Bank has 
purchased the northwest corner of Ogden 
and Broadway in West Superior, Wis., 
and will in the near future erect a fine 
bank building. 


Negotiations are in progress for estab- 
lishing a new national bank in Dover, 
N. H., to take the place of the defunct 
Cocheco National. At present Dover has 
only one national bank. 


The Comptroller of the Currency has 
authorized the First National Bank, of 
Barberton, Ohio, to begin business, with 
a capital of $50,000. Edward M. Buel 
is president and Frederick Keifer is cash- 
ier. 

R. A. McKinley has been made presi- 
dent of the First National Bank of Biggs- 
ville, Ill., to succeed H. M. Whiteman, 
deceased. F. D. Vennum has been elected 
president of the First National Bank of 
Milford, Ill. 


By virtue of a recent Kansas decision, 
a precedent is established that a bank 
has a prior lien on any and all stock 
held by stockholders until the debts of 
said stockholders to the bank are prop- 
erly adjusted. 


Leading bankers of Georgia have ap- 
peared before the general judiciary com- 
mittee of the house of representatives 
to protest against the passage of the bill 
reducing the contract rate of interest in 
the state to 6 ner cent. 


J. P. Weyerbacher, formerly cashier of 
the First National Bank of Booneville, 
Ind., has been elected president of the 
institution to succeed the late L. J. Miller. 
Eugene H. Gough was elected cashier, to 
succeed Mr. Weyerbacher. 


Applications for authority to organize 
the National Bank of Morrow County, at 
Mount Gilhead, Ohio, with a capital of 
$50,000, and the National Bank of Com- 
merce, Loraine, Ohio, with a capital of 
$65,000, have been approved. 


After having had the proposition under 
consideration for some time, Zion’s Sav- 
ings Bank and Trust Company of Salt 
Lake City, has definitely decided to erect 
a business block on the corner of Second 
South and First West streets.

Forks, N. D.; 10 per cent, Dakota National 
Bank of Sioux Falls, S. D.; 5 per cent, 
the First National Bank of Newport, Ky. 


At a meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the American National Bank of Louis- 
ville, Ky., Vice-President Logan C. Mur- 
ray was elected to the presidency, vice 
J. H. Lindenberger, whose resignation 
was accepted by the board, to take effect 
December 21st. 

The application of the following per- 
sons for authority to organize the Low- 
don National Bank of El Paso, Tex., with 
a capital of $100,000, has been approved:

American capital to the amount of 
$3,000,000 has become interested in Vene- 
zuelan banking, a concession having been 
granted to George W. Upton of Ohio for 
the organization of a national banking 
system which will practically control the 
finances of the country. 

The Bowery Bank of New York has 
bought for $200,000 the three-story and 
basement granite building occupied by 
the National Butchers’ and Drovers’ 
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Bank, on the northwest corner Grand 
street and Bowery, and the three-story 
frame building adjoining. 

After serving twenty-three years as 
manager of the Chicago branch of the 
Bank of Montreal, William Munro has 
resigned. He is succeeded by John W. 
de C. O’Grady, who has been with the 
Bank of Montreal at a number of its dif- 
ferent branches for many years. 


The Comptroller of the Currency has 
approved the application of S. R. Shoe- 
maker, Edward I. Berwind, Harry A. 
Berwind, W. A. Crist, Thomas Fisher, W. 
T. Gaddis and others for authority to 
organize the Windbar National Bank, 
Windbar, Pa., with $50,000 capital. 


The two banks of Lampasas, Texas, 
have consolidated and the First National 
Bank of Lampasas will have the field to 
itself. Under the reorganization H. N. 
Key of the Bank of Harris & Key, pur- 
chased some stock and becomes second 
vice-president of the First National. 


Reports to the auditor of state from 
trust companies in Indiana show an in- 
crease in the assets of the companies of 
about $3,700,000 over last year. Prior to 
this year only four trust companies made 
reports to the auditor. This year four- 
teen companies have reported and two 
more are on the auditor’s books as having 
organized which were not actively en- 
gaged in business October 31st, when the 
call for the reports was sent out. 


The Comptroller of the Currency has 
approved the application of the following 
persons for authority to organize the 
First National Bank of Oakdale, Pa., with 
a capital of $50,000; Alexander McFar- 
land, James McB. Robb, William McMur- 
ray, James Wallace and John Wade. 

Superintendent Kilburn of the State 
Banking Department has approved an ap- 
plication of the Bank of New Amsterdam 
to establish a branch at the corner of 
Third avenue and Forty-seventh street, 
in New York. This is the site of the loca- 
tion of the former Murray Hill Bank. 

Bradstreet’s, in calling attention to the 
heavy bank clearings during the month 
of October, points especially to the fact 
that, outside of New York, the aggregate 
clearings of all the cities of the country 
were the largest ever reported, beating 
even the record of March of this present 
year. 

The Savings Bank of Richmond, Va., 
one of the most prosperous 4nd progres- 
sive of the financial institutions of the 
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city, has purchased No. 1117 Hast Main 
street, and will move to the new quar- 
ters about April 1st from its present 
office, in the National Bank of Virginia 
building. 

The Citizens’ State Bank of Braman, 
Kay county, Ohio, has filed articles of 
incorporation in the office of Secretary 
W. M. Jenkins. The capital stock is 
$5,000, and the directors named are B. J. 
Templeton and L. W. Hamilton, Braman; 
J. M. Searles, Kansas City, and W. A. 
Stougle, Ponca, Neb. 


The bank clearances in the little town 
of Arcola, Douglas county, Ill., for the 
three weeks ended October 28th were 
$3,654,566.45. The reason for this up- 
heaval in business lies in the fact that 
the bulk of the broomcorn is raised in 
that vicinity and several capitalists cor- 
nered it and stored it there. 


The four great financial houses that 
control the money markets of Europe and 
consequently of: the world, are first, the 
Rothschilds; second, Bischoffsheins and 
Goldschmidt, both firms having their 
headquarters in London; third, the Eph- 
russis of Odessa, and the fourth, the 
Bleichroders of Berlin, bankers for United 
Germany. 


Comparisons with the report of the de- 
partment for the year 1897 show an in- 
crease of three in the number of incorpo- 
rated banks, with a decrease of the paid- 
up capital of $66,380; a decrease of nine 
in the number of private banks, with a 
decrease of capital paid up of $175,000, 
and an increase of one in the number of 
savings banks, with an increase of paid- 
up capital of $18,125; total net increase in 
number of banks, five, and total decrease 
in amount of paid-up capital, $223,255. 


It is announced that the lease of the 
quarters formerly occupied by the Stand- 
ard National Bank, in the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance building, at Madison ave- 
nue and Twenty-third street, New York, 
has been acquired by interests repre- 
sented by L. A. Gourdiari for the use of 
a new banking institution to be known as 
the Imperial National Bank. 

The Northwest Arkansas Bankers’ 
Association was recently organized in 
Fayetteville. The following are the 
officers-elect: J. D. Covey of Rogers, 
president; H. K. Wade of Fayetteville, 
first vice-president; W. T. Brooks of 
Huntsville, second vice-president; J. P. 
Deaver of Springdale, secretary; Pink 
Pittman, Fayetteville, treasurer. 
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State Banking Commissioner Thomas 
J. Powers of Pennsylvania has issued his 
annual report upon the condition of the 
banking institutions of the state as 
shown by the reports of the 1,182 associa- 
tions chartered under the laws of the 
state. The report shows an increase in 
the disbursements for the year 1898 of 
more than $2,000,000 over the year 1897. 


James C. Michael, attorney for the re- 
ceiver of the Savings Bank of St. Paul, 
states that a dividend in that institution 
need not be expected before January Ist. 
It is his opinion that the first dividend 
will be as high as 15 per cent, not great- 
er. Creditors had until November 20th 
to present claims, and twenty days would 
be allowed to file objections. 


It is practically determined that Simon 
R. Flynn will succeed the late Delos A. 
Monfort as president of the Second Na- 
tional Bank of St. Paul. Mr. Glynn is 
now national bank examiner for the dis- 
trict that includes the Twin Cities and 
Duluth. The directors of the Second Na- 
tional bank decided unanimously to ten- 
der the presidency of their institution to 
Mr. Flynn. 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has rendered a decision in which he holds 
that every bank (except a savings bank, 
coming within the provision of the stat- 
ute) is required to pay special tax, even 
though no capital is employed in its busi- 
ness. A separate special tax must be 
paid for every branch bank or separate 
place at which the business of banking is 
carried on. 

Lexington, Ky., is to have a savings 
bank with a capital of $15,000. The di- 
rectors are: Thomas A. Combs, James 
C. Rogers, Dr. John Y. Oldham, Garrett 
D. Wilson, J. W. Hood, John H. Cooper, 
Markham Miller, Judge Mat Walton and 
James A. Todd. James A. Todd of Chinn 
& Todd will be the first president, 
Thomas A. Combs of the Combs Lumber 
Company vice president, and the pro- 
moter, Bishop Clay, will be the cashier. 


A banking system on a small scale has 
been adopted by the administration of the 
Woman’s College of Baltimore, for the 
convenience of the students. A student 
makes a deposit for personal use in the 
cashier’s office and is given a check-book, 
which she uses in drawing money as she 
needs it, in making purchases in the shops 
down town and in paying out-of-town 
bills. The cashier pays out to the student 
any amount from 25 cents to $100. By 
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this method she is relieved of the re- 
sponsibility of holding large sums of 
money, and at the same time gains some 
practical knowledge of banking, which is 
important to her in after life. 


The Philadelphia Mint will be given 
the finest mechanical equipment obtain- 
able. When the Mint is completed it will 
be the best in the world. H. J. Slaker 
of Chicago, who has superintended the 
rehabilitation of the Mint at New Or- 
leans, will visit mints in Paris, London 
and Berlin, with a view of studying their 
equipment and looking up late improve- 
ments, which will be utilized at Phila- 
delphia. 

F. R. Culberson, former manager of 
the Tiger-Poorman mines, in the Coeur 
d’Alenes, has bought the Marble Bank 
building in Spokane, Wash., for $70,000. 
The property sits at the northwest corner 
of Riverside avenue and Mill street, and 
for the past three years has been chiefly 
occupied by the Old National Bank. It 
is understood that President S. S. Glid- 
den of that bank is associated with Mr. 
Culberson in the purchase. 

The First National Bank of Auburn, 
Ind., one of the oldest banking concerns 
in northern Indiana, will be known here- 
after as the McClellan Bank. It will have 
the same capital and a surplus of $60,- 
000. Its directors are the C. A. O. Mc- 
Clellan estate, Charles McClellan, D. A. 
Garwood and Isaac Hayne. At the meet- 
ing of the directors Charles McClellan 
was elected president and Claude A. 
Benedict cashier. 

The annual report of Secretary Hall of 
the State Banking Board has been re- 
ceived. The report is very flattering and 
shows that the number of banks transact- 
ing business under state jurisdiction at 
the close of the period covered by the 
report was 393, with a total paid-up cap- 
ital of $7,532,023.70. Of this number 314 
were incorporated banks, sixty-nine were 
private banks and ten were savings banks. 
The report covers the period from De- 
cember 1, 1897, to November 30, 1898. 


An important banking decision was 
rendered by United States Circuit Judge 
Morrow in the case of J. F. Aldrich, as 
receiver of the Tacoma National Bank, 
versus Louis D. Campbell. Judge Morrow 
ruled that the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency has jurisdiction to enforce by as- 
sessment the individual liability of the 
stockholders of an insolvent national! 
bank, equally and ratably and not one for 
another, to the extent of the amount of 
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their stock in the bank at the par value 
thereof. Acting within this clearly de- 
fined authority an order of the Comp- 
troller directing an assessment is abso- 
lutely conclusive upon the stockholders 
of the bank and cannot be controverted 
by them in any defense they may seek to 
interpose against an action based on such 
an assessment. 

Kansas City will have another national 
bank to occupy the old National Bank of 
Commerce building, on Delaware street. 
This building has been sold recently to 
R. M. Snyder, president of the Merchants’ 
Bank, for $15,000, and is one of the finest 
bank buildings in the west, being built 
expressly for the National Bank of Com- 
merce. The Mechanics’ Bank, it is said, 
will nationalize with a capital of $250,- 
000, under the name of the City National 
Bank. 

A healthy condition of business in Wis- 
consin is shown by an abstract of the 
reports to State Bank Examiner Kidd 
of the condition of the state, private and 
savings banks in the state September 7, 
1899. Compared with a similar statement 
April 5, 1899, it shows the aggregate 
amount of increase in resources and lia- 
bilities of these banks is $2,773,634.72, 
and by comparison with the 1898 report 
the increase is $21,769,681.76, or over 50 
per cent, indicating a remarkable better- 
ment of business conditions in the past 
three years. 


Revenue stamp agents have been noti- 
fied that unless they cease using the gov- 
ernment “frank” envelopes for private 
purposes an example will be made out of 
some one. Banks are usually the ageats 
for special adhesive revenue stamps, and 
are furnished with envelopes with which 
to send orders in for stamps, and also 
to be used by them when they send out 
stamps by mail to their patrons. Many 
of these banks, however, use these dead- 
head envelopes for private purposes. 


Country banks throughout the West are 
passing through a period of prosperity. 
In a number of the towns in the principal 
states in the West and Northwest the 
banks have received larger deposits than 
at any time since 1893. Farmers have had 
good crops and have made so much money 
that naturally the deposits have increased 
greatly over the records of former years. 
These deposits in many cases are being 
used at home. New demands of business 
enterprises have created markets for 
funds there that did not exist in preced- 
ing years. 
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During the year fifteen new banks were 
opened for business, with a total capital of 
$147,500; six were reorganized by chang- 
ing from private to incorporated banks 
and twenty banks discontinued business. 
Of the latter seventeen went into volun- 
tary liquidation, paying all creditors in 
full, and three were placed in the hands 
of receivers. The State Bank of Holstein, 
one of the three placed in the hands of a 
receiver, the department is informed made 
satisfactory settlement and the receiver 
was discharged. 

The Merchants’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany of Chicago reports an increasing 
business with the First American Bank of 
Hawaii (limited) at Honolulu. The First 
National also reports increasing business 
with the new possessions and with the 
Orient. Chicago financiers believe that 
with the enactment of new laws, putting 
the currency on a more stable basis, this 
city will gradually become the exchange 
center for a great part of the trade be- 
tween the United States and China, Japan 
and the Philippines. 

The twenty-first annual report of the 
Board of Bank Commissioners for the 
state of California has just been issued. 
It shows the condition of the banks in 
the state at the close of business July 31, 
1899. These consist of 53 savings banks, 
176 commercial banks, 18 private banks 
and 35 national banks. The report shows 
that there has been a net increase of 
deposits in the banks of the state during 
the last twenty-four months of $50,382,- 
795, or more than $2,000,000 per month. 
It is noteworthy, also, that this increase 
is distributed almost equally between 
commercial, national and savings banks, 
both in the cities and in the country sec- 
tions. 

The Comptroller of the Currency, at 
Washington, on Monday approved the ap- 
plication of the Domestic Exchange Na- 
tional Bank of New York, capital $300,- 
000, for permission to begin business. 
This bank, which has been organized by 
Robert D. Kent, cashier of the Passaic 
National Bank of Passaic, N. J., and vice- 
president of the Rutherford National 
Bank, of Rutherford, N. J., is to have as 
its exclusive purpose the collecting of 
out-of-town checks for banks and impor- 
tant business houses. The policy of the 
institution will be to correspond directly 
with practically all points within reach 
of one day’s mail from New York city, 
and also with all towns of considerable 
size throughout the country and in Can- 
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ada. Immediate returns will be arranged 
for and payment for collections will, as 
a rule, be made when such returns are 
in hand. Telegraphic transfers from dis- 
tant cities will in many cases be arranged 
for. 


Charles F. Gale, receiver of the Elmira 
National Bank, was awarded a _ ver- 
dict of $15,000 and interest from May 5, 
1893, against the Chase National Bank, 
November 6th in a suit brought before 
Judge Townsend and a jury in the United 
States Circuit court. The facts recited 
in the trial were that on February 14, 
1893, Bush, cashier of the Elmira National 
Bank, gave a promissory note for $25,000 
to the Chase National bank, and eight 
days later the bank became insolvent. 
The Chase National Bank charged the 
check for $15,000 against the Elmira Na- 
tional bank, but the decision disallows 
the charge. 


The liability of bank directors is passed 
upon in a recent decision, where it is held 
that they are not required to procure 
periodical expert examination of the 
books in order to verify details which 
they ought to know, before declaring divi- 
dends or reporting to the Comptroller of 
the Currency, if there is no reason to dis- 
trust the integrity or efficiency of the 
cashier. But it is held that they should 
cause examination of discounted paper 
with reasonable frequency, and keep suffi- 
ciently informed about it to enable them 
to pass intelligent judgment upon its 
value. Directors who are members of the 
discount and examining committee are 
held liable for reckless loans by the 
cashier, where they failed to make any 
examination. 

The Board of Directors of the Bank of 
Crawford, of Crawford, Neb., is com- 
posed of Bartlett Richards, president; 
Andrew McGinley, vice-president; C. A. 
Minick, cashier; W. G. Comstock, M. J. 
Williams, Chas. C. Jameson and M. L. 
Moyer. Mr. Richards, in addition to be- 
ing president of the Crawford bank, is 
president of the First National Bank of 
Chadron, Neb.; the Bank of Hyannis, 
Hyannis, Neb., and the Bank of Lusk, 
Lusk, Wyo., and first vice-president of 
the first National Bank of Douglas, Wyo. 
W. G. Comstock is connected with Mr. 
Richards in the cattle business. Mr. J. 
Williams is a lumber dealer and con- 
tracting builder. Charles C. Jameson is 
cashier of the First National Bank of 
Chadron, and M. L. Moyer is a drug- 
gist. 
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Foreign Bank Notes. 


The third annual convention of the Ok- 
lahoma Bankers’ Association was held at 
Shawnee, Okla., December 6th and 7th. 

The Bank of Hamilton, Canada, will 
seek from the treasury board power to 
increase the capital stock of the insti- 
tution from $1,500,000 to $2,000,000. 


The bank-note circulation in Canada 
in September last was $46,682,028. This 
was an increase of nearly $5,250,000 for 
the month, the largest increase in any 
previous September on record. 


It is authoritatively announced that the 
Turkish government has approved the 
concession to the Deutsche Bank of a 
railway extension to Bassorah, a frontier 
city and river port of Asiatic Turkey, 270 
miles southeast of Bagdad. 


The Canada Gazette announces that the 
Canadian Bankers’ Association wiil apply 
to the Dominion Parliament at its next 
session for incorporation, for the purpose 
of promoting generally the interests and 
efficiency of banks and bank officers and 
otherwise. 


The Ontario government has appointed 


Angus Kirkland, manager of the Toronto 
branch of the Bank of Montreal; B. E. 
Walker, general manager of the Bank of 
Commerce, and John Hoskin, Q. C., presi- 
dent of the Toronto General Trust Com- 
pany, commissioners to investigate and 
report upon the finances of the province; 
first, as to the methods of bookkeeping 
employed in the treasury department; 
second, as to whether the statements 
made by the treasury department are as 
full and complete as statements usually 
made by large financial concerns; third, 
as to the correctness of the annual bal- 
ance sheet submitted to Parliament: 
fourth, as to the character of the invest- 
ments of the government; fifth, as to the 
assets and liabilities of the province.

STOCK-BROKERS AND COLLATERALS. 

It is the well established law in this 
country that stock-brokers holding mar- 
ginal collaterals of a customer may pledge 
them to the amount of the indebtedness 
owing to him as an incident to the right 
of assignment, and his pledge for value 
takes unassailable title even beyond that 
amount, if the transfer of the certificate 
to him by the original owner appears to 
be absolute. In such a case the broker 
is guilty of conversion, if he cannot return 
the stock originally pledged or similar 
certificates upon payment by the original 
debtor of the amount owing on his stock 
transactions. 
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NOTES OF INTEREST TO BANKERS. 


TAX LIABILITY OF EXPRESS COM- 
PANY. 

The following communication from the 
commissioner of internal revenue to the 
representatives of the American Bankers’ 
Association is self explanatory and sup- 
plements a previous decision of some- 
what different tenor: 

“The commitee appointed at the an- 
nual meeting of the American Bankers’ 
Association to present to me reasons for 
a reconsideration of my ruling of March 
24, 1899 (Treasury decision 20916), re- 
lieving express companies from the pay- 
ment of special tax as brokers under the 
War-revenue act, were given a hearing 
at this office on the 27th instant, and, 
after a full discussion of the question, 
submitted your brief on behalf of their 
association. 

“T then pointed out to them the fact 
that there was a misapprehension as to 
the extent of the ruling referred to, and 
that it related only to the money-order 
business of express companies, and held 
that express companies did not involve 
themselves in special-tax liability as 
brokers by reason of carrying on that 
particular branch of business; and that 
this had also been stated in my answer of 
the 20th instant to letters received from 
bankers in all sections of the country 
complaining of the effect of the ruling, 
which answer was made before I had 
been apprised of the appointment of this 
committee. 

“No question was raised by the com- 
mittee in its argument, nor by you in 
your brief, as to the correctness of the 
ruling with reference to sales of money 

orders by express companies in the form 
and upon the conditions in which such 
orders have heretofore been drawn and 
issued. As at present advised, therefore, 
I shall make no change in the ruling 
relating to this money-order business. 

“The evidence, however, submitted by 
the committee of the Bankers’ Associa- 
tion as to other transactions of at least 
one of the express companies, namely, the 
American Express Company, and its 
agents throughout the United States, is 
conclusive (if not hereafter overthrown) 
in establishing the special-tax liability of 
this company and these agents as bro- 
kers. 

“The committe called attention to cir- 





culars and advertisements of the Ameri- 
can Express Company, showing that this 
company makes it a part of its business 
“to buy or sell foreign money at any of 
its agencies in the United States,” and 
that “it is always in the market for the 
purchase of good foreign bills of ex- 
change.’ This of itself (leaving aside for 
the present the other considerations upon 
which you lay stress in your brief as 
showing the liability of this company) is 
sufficient to warrant this office in direct- 
ing the collectors of internal revenue in 
the various districts in which the Ameri- 
can Express Company and its agents are 
engaged in the business herein mentioned 
to report the cases for assessment of the 
special tax and penalty; and a circular 
letter has been addressed to collectors 
instructing them to make such report in 
their next list.”

AN EASTERN ‘“‘FUND W.” 

Brooklyn has had its “Fund W,” a more 
glaring fraud than the one which flour- 
ished in Chicago over a dozen years ago. 
It was called the Franklin Syndicate. 
The man at the head of it, whose only 
capital was the willingness of mankind 
to be swindled, offered to pay the buyers 
of its stock certificates, costing only $10,

10 per cent interest weekly on them. 
Dividends at that rate were paid up to 
the time when the grand jury indicted 
the promoters. Those dividends were 
paid, as a matter of course, out of the 
capital of investors. This could have 
been kept up for some time, or so long 
as new money continued coming in and 
investors did not ask to have their cer- 
tificates redeemed. It was intimated by 
the managers that they made money in 
stock speculations. Mysterious hints were 
thrown out about “tips” given by a “‘sen- 
atorial clique.” Such explanations of the 
ability of the concern to pay the dividends 
it agreed to should not have deceived 
anybody. They would not have done so 
but for the amazing gullibility of man- 
kind concerning certain subjects. 


RESPONSIBILITY ON BILL OF LADING 

The First National Bank of Hawarden, 
Iowa, writes as follows: 

“I have a question I would like to ask 
through the Bankers’ Monthly for general 
information: Is a bank receiving a sight 
draft with bill of lading attached respon- 
sible in any way to the consignee, except 
for the safe transmission of the funds to 
the drawee of the draft? In other words, 
can the consignee, after paying a draft 
and securing possession of the bill of 
lading, who thus finds the goods not as 
represented by the consignor, recover the 
funds from the bank with or without 
returning the bill of lading to the bank? 

The bank is not responsible to the con- 
signee except as suggested, for the safe 
transmission of the funds to the party 
drawing the draft. The bank is not to 
be forced into the position of arbitrating 
claims as to quality of goods and terms 
of sale contract. The bank might, of 
course, be, under certain circumstances, 
drawn into a controversy by garnishment 
preceedings brought by the consignee to 
recover funds of the party drawing the 
draft, and still in custody or control of the 
bank. __ 


THE BANK OF GERMANY. 

The position of the Bank of Germany is 
the direct result of the prosperous condi- 
tion of German trade and manufactures. 
Iron and electric industries continue to 
make large demands upon the money mar- 
ket. It has been the custom of the Bank 
of Germany to defer an advance in rates 
until after the publication of the October 
statement, but this year the rate was 
raised before the end of September to 6 
per cent for discounts and 7 per cent for 
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loans. There has been no previous rec- 
ord of such a rate at this season. 
The 6 per cent. rate was not 
reached last year until November 19th. 
The vice-president of the bank, in an- 
nouncing the advance, laid chief empha- 
sis upon the condition of the London 
money market and the probability of high 
rates for money and a loss of gold in the 
market. The importance of the shutting 
off of the supply of gold from the South 
African Republic was fully recognized, 
and it was admitted that the effect of the 
interruption of this supply of gold on the 
world’s commerce and business could not 
be satisfactorily foretold. 


A DANGEROUS COUNTERFEIT. 

Bankers are receiving notices from W. 
H. Morgan, acting United States treas- 
urer at Washington, warning them that 
counterfeit $10 bills of the series of 1891 
are in circulation and instructing them 
to keep a close watch for them. The 
spurious notes purport to be silver certifi- 
cates. They are printed on soft paper 
probably made of two sheets of Japan 
tissue. In order to produce the effect of 
the green and red silk fiber which is used 
in the genuine bills green and red ink 
lines are drawn on the inside of the 
sheets of paper and can scarcely be dis- 
tinguished from the fiber except by the 
aid of a microscope. Owing to the poor 
quality of the ink used the face of the 
note has a grayish tinge not noticeable 
in the genuine bill. The seal is a trifle 
darker than it should be. The back of 
the note is almost perfect, and even an 
expert would find it very difficult to detect 
the counterfeit. The bill is one of the 
most dangerous counterfeits discovered in 
recent years. 


HIGH MARK IN FOREIGN COMMERCE. 


The foreign commerce of the United 
States seems likely to make its highest 
record of the century in the closing year 
of that period. The October exports are 
larger than those of any preceding Octo- 
ber, the total for the ten months ending 
with October is greater than the total 
for the corresponding period in any pre- 
ceding year, and it is apparent that for 
the first time in our history the foreign 
commerce of the year will exceed $2,000,- 
000,000. For the ten months ending with 
October, 1899, the figures of the treasury 
bureau of statistics show the total ex- 
ports to be $1,029,242,000, while in the 
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eorresponding months of last year they 
were $987,879,000. 

This remarkable increase in exporta- 
tions is the more surprising because of 
the absence of the excessive demand 
abroad for our breadstuffs which char- 
acterized the year 1898. In that year the 
short crops abroad and plentiful supplies 
of breadstuffs of all kinds in the United 
States resulted in an abnormally large 
exportation of breadstuffs, so that the 
exportation of agricultural products in 
the present year naturally falls about 
$35,000,000 below that of the correspond- 
ing period of last year. Yet the total ex- 
portations for the ten months are, as 
already indicated, more than $40,000,000 
in excess of those of last year.
